OF 

THE SON OF MAN, &c. 



The Narrative of what was done on Satur- 
day, the Evening after the Sabbath. 

Matt. xxvi. 6-13. Mark xiv. 3-9. Johnxii. 1-8. 

OlX days before the passovcr, Jesus came to 
Bethany, where Lazanis v/ta, whom Jesus raised 

„ from the dead. There they made him a supper in 
the house of Simon the leper, and Martha served, 
but Lazarus was one of them that sat at table with 
, Him. There came Mary unto him, having an 
alabaster box with a pound of ointment of spike, 
nard, very precious, and anointed the feet of Jesus, 
and wiped them with her hair. Afterw-ard she 
brake the box and poured it (entirely) on his head, 
as he, sat atmeat ; and the house was filled with 
the odour of the ointment. Then saith one of 
his disciples, Judas Iscariot, Simon's son, which 
should betray him : Why was not this oint- 
ment sold for three hundred pence, and given to 
the poor ? This he said, not that he cared for the 
poor, but because he was a thief, and had the bag, 
and bare what was put therein. And some of the 
other disciples had also indignation, and said : To 

. what purpose is this waste? and diey murmured 
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against her. When Jesus understood it, he said 
unto them, *' Let her alone, why trouble ye her? 
*' she hath wrought a good work on me.. For ye 
*' have the poor with you always, and whensoever 
" ye will, ye may do them good : but me ye have 
*' not always. She hath done what she could ; in 
" that she haih kept this ointment, and poured it 
" on my body, she hath done it to anoint me afore- 
" hand to my burying. Verily I say unto you, 
*' wheresoever this gospel shall be preached in the 
" whole world, this also that she hath done, shall 
" be sp<A:en of for a memorial of her." 
John xii. 9-11. 
Much people of the Jews therefore knew that 
He was there : and th^ came, not for Jesus sake 
only, but that they mi^t see Lazarus also, whom 
he had raised from the dead. But the chief priests 
consulted, that they might put Lazarus also to 
death ; because that by reason of htm many of 
the Jews went away, and believed on Jesus. 

THE ACTS OF SUNDAY. 

Matt. xsi. 1-11. 14-17. Mark xi. 1-11. Luke 
Xix. 29-46. John xii. 12-19. 

On tiie next day, when they drew nigh unto 
Jerusalem, and where come to Bethphage, at the 
inount of Olives, Jesus sent two of his disciples, 
saying imto them : " Go your way into the village 
" oyer against you ; and as soon as ye be entered 
" into it, ye shall find an ass tied and a colt with 
'* her, whereon yet never man sat, loose them, 
" and bring them to me. And if any man say 
" unto you. Why do ye this? say ye. The LokI 
" hath need of them ; and strwghtway he will 
'* send tlKm hither." 



Much people that were come to the feast, when 
they heard that Jesns was coming to Jerusalem, 
took branches of palm-trees, and went forth to 
meet him. 

But the disciples went and found the colt {with 
the ass) tied by the docw without, in a place where 
two ways met. And as they were loosmg the colt, 
the owners thereof said unto them, Why loose ye 
the colt? And they said. The Lord hath need of 
him ; and they let mem go. And they brought the 
ass and the colt to Jesus, and cast their garments 
on the cott ; and he sat upon him. All this was 
done, that it might be fulfilled which was ^x>ken 
by the prophet, saying, Tell ye the daughter of 
Zion, Behold, thy king cometh unto thee, meek 
and sitting upon an ass, and a colt the foal of an 
ass. These things understood not his disciples at 
the first : but when Jesus was glorified, then re- 
membered they that these things were written of 
him, and that they had done these things unto him. 

And as he went, a very great multitude spread 
their garments in the way ; and others cut doivn 
branches ofi* the trees, and strewed them in the 
way. And ^vhen he was come nigh, even now 
at the descent of tlie mount of Olives, the whole 
multitude of his disciples began to rejoice and 
praise God with a loud voice, for all the mighty 
works that they had seen. And the muhitudes 
that went before, and that followed, cried, saying, 
Hosanna to the son of David, blessed is he, a k ing, 
that cometh in the name of the Lord ! blessed he 
the kii^om of our father David, that cometh in 
the name of the Lord. Hosanna in the highest ! 
Peace in heaven and glwy in the highest. 

The people that was with him,, when he called 
Lazarus out of the grave, and raised him from the 
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dead, bare record. For thi^ cause the people also 
met him, for that they heard that he had done this 
miracle. The Pharisees therefore said among 
themselves, Perceive ye how ye prevail nothing? 
behold, the world is gone after him. And some 
of the Pharisees from among the midtitude, said 
unto him, Master, rebuke thy disciples. And he 
answered and said unto them : "I tell you, that 
" if these should hold their peace, the stones- 
" would immediately cry out." 

And when he was come near, he beheld the 
city, and wept over it, saying, " If thou hadst 
" known, even thou, at least !n this thy day, the 
" things which belong unto thy peace ! but now 
" they are hid from thine eyes. For the days shall 
*' come upon thee, that diine enemies shall cast a 
" trench about thee, and compass thee roimd, and 
" keep thee in on eveiy side, and sliall lay thee 
" even with the ground, and thy children within 
" thee, and they shall not leave in thee one stone 
" upon another: because thou knewest not the 
" time of thy visitation." 

And when He was come into Jerusalem, all the 
city was moved, saying, Who is this ? And the 
multitude said. This is Jesus the prophet of Na- 
zareth of Galilee. And Jesus went into the temple 
of God, and looked round about upon all things. 
And the blind and the lame came to him in the 
temple, and he healed them. And whenthe chief 
priests and scribes saw the wonderful things that 
he did, and the children crying in the templej'and 
saying, Hosanna to the Son of David; they were 
sore displeased, and said unto him ; Hearest thou 
what these say? And Jesus saith unto them, Yea; 
have ye never read, " Out of the mouths of babes 
" and sucklings, thou hast perfected praise ?" 



John xii. 20-50. 

And there were certain Greeks among them 
that came up to worship at the feast : The satne 
came to Philip, which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, 
and desired him, saying, Sir, we would see Jesus. 
Philip Cometh and telleth Andrew : and again, 
Andrew and Philip told Jesus. 

And Jesus answered them, saying, " The hour 
" is come, that the Son of man should be glori- 
" fied. Verily, verily I say unto you, except a com 
" of wheat fell into the ground and die, it abideth 
*' alone: butifitdie, it brihgeth forth much fruit. 
" He that lovetli Ms life, sh^l lose it : and he that 
" hateth his life in this world, shall keep it unto 
" life eternal. If any man serve me, let him follow 
" me ; and where I am, there shall also my servant 
" be : If any man serve me, him will my Father 
" honour. 

" Now is my soul troubled ; and what shall I 
" say? Father, save me from this hour: but for 
" this cause came I unto this hour. , Fa&er, glo- 
" rify thy name!" Then came thereavoice from 
heaven, saying, I have both glorified it, and witt 
glorify it ^ain. The people therefore that stood 
by, and heard it, said thM it thundered : others said. 
An angel spake unto him. Jesus answered, and 
said, " This voice came not because of me, but 
** for your sakes. Now is the judgment of this 
" world, now shall the prince of this world be cast 
" out. And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
*' will draw all men unto me." This he said, 
signifying what death he should die. 

The people answered him. We haw heard out 
of the law, that Christ abideth for ever : and how 
sayest thou, the Son of man must be lifted up? who 
is this Son of man? Then Jesus said unto them: 
" Yet a little while is the light with .you : walk 



" M^iile ye have the light, lest darkness come 
" upon you : for he that walketh in darkness, 
*' knoweth not whither he goeth. While ye have 
" light, believe in the light, that ye may be the 
" cMldren of light." 

These things spake Jesus, and departed, and 
did hide himself injm them. But though he had 
done so many miracles before them, yet they be- 
lieved not on him : that the saying of £saias the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he spake, Lord, 
who hath believed our report ! and to whom hath 
the arm of the Lord' been revealed? Therefore 
they could not believe, because that Esaias said 
again, He hath blinded their eyes and hardened 
their heart ; that they should not see with their eyes, 
nor understand with their heart, and be converted, 
and I should heal them. These things said Esaias, 
when he saw his glory and spake of him. Never- 
theless among the chief rulers also, many believed 
on him, but because of the Pharisees they did not 
confess him, lest they should be put out of the 
synagogue. For they loved the praise of ratn 
more tmn the praise of God. 

But Jesus (as he went away) cried, and said, 
" He that believeth on me, believeth not on me, 
" but on him that sent me : and he that seeth me, 
" seelii him that sent me. I am come a light into 
" the world, that whosoever believeth in me should 
f' not abide in darkness. And if any man hear my 
" WOTds, and believe not, I judge him not : for 
" I came not to judge the world, but to save the 
" world. He timt rejecteth me, and reeeiveth not 
*' my words, hath one that judgeth him : the word 
'" that I have spoken, the same shall judge him in 
•' the last day. Fw I have not spoken m myself; 
" but the Father which sent me, he gave me a 
** commaadmeiitj what I should ssy, and what 



** I should speak. And I know that his command- 
" ment is life everlasting: whatsoever I speak 
" therefore, even as the Father said unto me, 
" so I qieak." 

Matt. xxi. 17. Mark xi. H. 
And he left them, and went out of tiie city unto 
Bediany with the t^'elve, and he lodged thieve. 

THE ACTS OF MONDAY. 

Matt. xxi. 18, 19. Mark xi. 12-19. Luke six. 

. 47, 48. 

On the morrow, in the morning, as he returned 

into the city, he hungered. And seeing a fig-tree 

h, afer off, in tfie way, having leaves, he came, u hap- 

• ly he might find any thing tiiereon ; and when he 
came to it, he found nothing thereon, but leaves 
only ; for the time of figs was not yet. And Jesus 

• answered, and said unto it, " No man eat finiit of 
'• thee hereafter for ever." And his disciples heard 
it. And presently the fig-tree withered away. 

And they came to Jerusalem : and Jesus went 
into the temple, and began to cast out them that 
sold and bought in the temple, and overthrew the 
tables of the money-changers, and the seats of 
them that sold doves ; and would not suffer that 
any man shonld carry any vessel through the tem* 
pie. And he taught, saying unto them, *' Is it not 
" written. My house shall be called of all nations 
" a house of prayer? but ye have made it a den 
" of thieves." And the scribes and chief-priests 

■ heard it, and sought how they might destroy him : 
for they feared him, because all the people were 
very attentive to hear him, and were astonished at 
his doctrine. And when even was come, he went 

^ out of the city. 



THE ACTS OF TUESDAY. 

Matt. xxi. 20-22. Mark xi. 20-26. 

In the morning, as they passed t^, they saw the 
fig-tree dried up from the roots : and when the 
disciples saw it, they marvelled, saying, How soon 
is the fig-tree withered aivay.! And Peter said 
unto him, Master, behold the fig-tree, which thou 
cursedst, Is withered away. And Jesus answering, 
saith unto them : " Have faith in God. Verily I 
" say unto you, if ye have faith, and doubt not, 
" ye shall not only do this which.is done to the fig-' 
" tree, but also, if ye shall say unto this mountiun, 
" Be thou removed, and be diou cast into the Sea, 
" it shall be draie. Therefore I say unto you, all 
" things whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, believe 
'* that ye receive them, and ye shall have them. 
" And when ye stand praying, forgive, if ye have 
" aught against any,: that your Father also which 
" is m heaven, may forgive you your trespasses. 
" But if you, do not forgave, neither will your 
" Father which is in heaven, forgive your tres- 



Matt. xxi. 23-27. Mark xi. 27-33. Luke xx. 1-8. 
And they come again to Jerusalem, and as he 
taught the people in the temple, and- preached the 
gospel, the chief-priests and die scribes came upon 
him with the elders, and spake unto him, saying. 
Tell us, by what authority doest thou these things ? 
and who gave thee this authority to do these 
things ? And Jesus answered arid said unto them, 
-" I will also ask you one question, which if ye tell 
" me, I in likewise will tell you, by what authority 
" I do these things. The baptism of John, whence 
" was it? was it from heaven, or of men? answer 
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" me." And they reasoned with themselves, s^. 
ing, if we shall say, from heaven ; he will say unto 
us, Why did ye not then believe him ? But if we 
shall say, of men ; we fear the people ; for all hold 
John as a prophet. And they answered and said 
unto Jesus, We cannot tell. And he sad unto 
them, " Neither tell I you by what authority I do 
" these things." 

Matt. xxi. 28-32. Mark xii. 11. 

And he begun to speak unto them by parables : 
'* What think you ? A certain man had two sonSj 
" and lie came'tothe first, and said. Son, go work 
" to-day in my vineyard. He answered, and said, 
" I will not ; but afterward he repented, and went. 
" And he came.to the second, and said likewise. 
" And he answered and said, I go, sir; and went 
" not. Whether of them twain did the will of his 
'* fether?" They say unto him, The first. Jesus 
saith unto them, " Verily I say unto you, that the 
" publicans and the hariots eo into the kingdom 
" of God before you. For John came unto you 
** in the way of righteousness, aid ye believed him 
" not : bat the publicans and the harlots believed 
" him.. And ye, when ye had seen it, repented 
" not afterward, that ye might believe him." 
Matt. xxi. 33-46. Mark xii. 1-12. Luke xx. 
S-19. 

*' Hear anodier parable : There was a cer- 
" tain householder which planted a vineyard, and 
" he»^d it round about, and digged a wine-press 
" in it, aid buihra tower, and let it out to hus- 
*• bandmen, Mid went into a far country for a long 
"time. And when the time of the fruit drew near, 
' '* he sent to tihe husbandmen a servant, that they 
" should give him of the fruit of the vineyard. 
*' And they caught him, and beat him, and sent 
** him away empty. And agmn he sent unto them 



'* another servant ; and at him they cast stones, 
" and wounded him in the head, and entreated him 
*' shamefully, and sent him away empty. And 
'.* a^n he sent a third ; and lum they killed. 
" Again he sent other servants, more than the 
'^ first ; and they did unto them likewise. 

" And the Lord of the vineyard having yet 

" therefore one son, his well-beloved, he said, 

" What shall I do ? I will send my beloved son : 

*' it may be they will reverence him when they 

** see him. He sent him also last unto them. But 

" when the husbandmen saw the son, they said 

" among themselves. This is the heir, come, let 

** us kill him, and the inheritance sl^ be ours. 

'" And th^ caught him, and cast him out of the 

** vineyard, and slew him. When the Lord there- 

** fore of the vineyard cometh, what will he do 

** unto those husbandmen ?" 'ITiey say unto him, 

He wiD miserably destroy those wicked men, and 

will let out his vineyard to other husbahdmen, 

which shall render him the fitlits in theu- seasons. 

Jesus saith, " He will come and destroy the hus- , 

"" bandmen, and will give the vineyard unto ■ 

" others." And when Uiey heard it, they said, 

God forbid. And he beheld them, and said, '* Did 

•' ye never read in the scriptures. The s^tone which 

" the builders rejected, the same is become the 

" head of the comer. "Hiis was the Lord's doing, 

" and it is marvellous in our eyes. Therefore say

bi«-pnests and Pharisees had 

they perceived that he spake i 

same hour, they sought to lay I 



hands on him, but they feared the multitude, be-. 
cause they took him for a prophet. 
Matt. xxii. 1-14. 
And Jesus spake unto them again by parables, 
and said, " The kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
" certain king, which made a marriage for his son, 
*' and sent {orih his servants to call mem that were 
*' bidden to the wedding: and they would not 
" come. Againhesentforthotherservants, saying, 
*' Tell them which are bidden, Behold, Ihavepre. 
" pared my dinner: my oxen vidmy &ttings are 
" killed, and all things are ready : come unto the 
'' manii^e. But they made light of it, and went 
" their ways, one to his farm, another to his mer- 
" chandise. And the remnant took his servants 
*' and entreated them spitefully, and slew them. 
* ' But when the king hcMii thereof, he was wroth : 
*' andhe sent forth ms armies, and destroyed those 
" murderers and burnt up their city. Then saith 
" he to his servants, the wedding is ready, but 
** they which were bidden were not worthy. Go 
*' ye therefore into the highways, and as many as 
*' ye shall find, bid to the marriage. So those ser- 
" vants went out into the highways, and gathered 
" together all as many as they found, both bad and 
" good : and the wedding was furnished with 
" guests. And when die king came in to see the 
" guests, he saw there a man which had not cm 
" a wedding- garment : And he saith unto him, 
" Friend, how camest thou in hither, not having 
" a wedding garment? And he was speechless. 
" Then said uie king to the servants, Bind him 
*' hand and foot, and take him away, aad cast him 
' *' into outer darkness : there shall be weeping and 
*' gnashing of teeth. For many are called, butfew 
*' are chosen." 
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Matt. xxii. 15-22. Markxii. 13-17. Lukexx. 
20-26. 

Then went the Phaiisees, and took counsel how 
they might entangle him In his talk- And they 
watched him, and sent forth spies, some of their 
disciples with the Herodians, wtuch should feign 
themselves just men, that they might take hold of 
his words, that so they might deliver him unto the 
power and authority of the governor. And when 
they were come, they asked him, saying; Master, | 
we know that thou art true, and teachest the way , 
of God in truth, neither carest thou for any man, | 
for thou regardest not the person of men. Tell 
us therefore, what thinkest thou ? Is it kiwful to | 
^vc tribute unto Csesar, or not ? shall we give, or 
shall we not give ? But he knowing their crafij- i 
ness and hypocrisy, said unto them, " Why tempt 1 
" ye mQ» ye hypocrites ? Shew me the tribute- ] 
"money.'* And they brought him a penny. And 
he siuth unto them. " Whose b this image and 
"superscription?" And they said unto him,. Cae- 
sar's. Then saith he unto them, *' Render there- 
*' fore unto Cjesar, the tiunga which are Ctesar's : 
•* and unto God, thethingsdiatareGod's." And 
Aey coiUd not take hold of his words befme the 
pet^e : and they marvelled at his answer, held 
fteir peace, left him, and went their way. 
9ifatt xxii. 32, 23. Mark xii. 18*27. Luke 
XX, 27-38, 

TTie same d^ came to him certain of the Sad- 
ducees, which say that there js no resurrection, 
-and asked him,-sai^g, Master, Moses wrote unto 
us, If any man's brother die, and leave his wife 
behind him, and leave no duldreh, that his brother 
flhaH take Us wife, and raise up seed unto his 
bother: Now tb/erc were with us seven brethren : 
tiie first took a wife» and died without chUdrco : 
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an^ the second toc& her and he died childless : 
and the thii'd likewise. And the seven had her^ 
and left no children. Last of all, the woman died 
also. In tlK resurrection therefore, when they 
shall rise, wKose wife shall she be of the seven? 
for they all had her to wife. Jesus answered and 
said unto them, " Do ye not therefore err, be- 
" cause ye know not the scriptures, neithw the 
" ^werofGod? The children of this world marry, 
" and are given in marriage : But they which shall 
" be accounted worthy to obtain that world, and 
" the resiirrection from the dead, neither marry, 
" nor are given in marriage. Neither can they 
" die any more ; for they are like the angels, and 
" are the chHdren of God, being the chSdren of 
*' the ^urrection. And as touching, the dead, 
" that they rise : have ye not read in the book of 
" Moses, how m the bush God spake unto him, 
" saj'ing, I am the God of Abraham, and the God 
*' of'^Isaac, and the God of Jacob? fwGodisnot 
" a God of thedead, but of the living : lor all live 
" unto him. Ye therefore do greatly err." And 
when the multitude heard thb, they were aston- 
ished at his doctrine. Then certain of the scribes 
answering said, Master, thou hast well said. 
Matt. «xii. 34-46. Mark xii. 28-37. Luke xx. 
40-44. 
But when the Pharisees had heard that he had 
put the Sadducees to silence, they were gathered 
together. And one of them, %vhjch was a lawyer, 
having heard them rrasoning together, and per- 
ceiving that he had .answered Aem well, ai^ed 
him a question, tempting him, and saying, Which 
is the first commandment of all in the law ? Jesus 
answered him, '* The first of all the command- 
'* ments is, Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God is 
" one Lord; and thou shalt love the Lord thy 
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•* God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
" and with all ihy mind, and with all thy strength. 
" This is the first and great commandment. And 
" the second is like unto it, Thou ^lalt love 
" thy neighbour as thyself: there is none other 
" commandment greater than these. On these. 
'* two commandments hang all the law and the 
"pn^hets." And the scribe said unto him, 
Well, Master, thou hast said the truth: for there 
is One God, and there is none other but he. And 
to love him with all the heart, and with all the 
understanding, and with all the soul, and with all 
the strength, and to love his neighbour as-himself ; 
is more tmm all whole burnt-offerings and sacrifices. 
And when Jesus saw that he answered ^screetly, 
he said<unto him, " Thou art not &r from the 
" kingdom of God." ' 

While the Pharisees were gathered together, 
Jesus asked them, while he taught in the temple, 
" How say the scribes that Christ is the son of 
*' David? what think ye of Christ? whose son is 
" he?" They say imtohim, " ThesonofDavid." 
He saith unto them, " How then doth David call 
" him, in the book of Psalms, Lord; saying, by 
" the Holy Ghost, The Lord said unto my Lord, 
'* sit thou on my right hand, till I make thine 
" enemies thy footstool? If David then call him 
" Lord, how is he hb son?" And no man was 
able to answer him a word, neither durst any man, 
from that day forth, ask him any more questions; 
and the common people heaird him gladly. 
Matt, xxiii. 1-14. Mark xii. 38-40. Luke xs. 
45-47. 

Then in the audience of all the people, he said 
to his disciples, *' TTie Scribes and Pharisees sit 
" in Moses seat. All therefore whatsoever they 
" bid you observe, that observe and do; but do - 
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** not ye after their works : for they say and do 
*' not. Beware therefore of the scriljes. For 
*' they bind heavy burdens, and grievous to be 
" borne, and lay them on men's shoulders, but they 
" themselves will not move them with one of their 
" fingers. But all their works they do, forto be 
'* seen of men. They love to go in long robes, 
" they make broad their phylacteries, and enlaree 
*' the borders * of their garments, and love Uie 
" uppermost rooms at feasts, and the chief seats 
" in the synagogues, and love greetings in the 
*' markets, and to be called of men. Rabbi, Rabbi. 

" But be not ye called Rabbi : for one is your 
*' Master, even Christ, and all ye are brethren. 
** And call no man your father upon the earth : for 
" one is your Father which is in heaven. Neither 
" be ye called masters : for one is your Master, 
' ' even Christ. But he that is greatest among you, 
*' shall be your servant. And whosoever shall exalt 
** himself, shall be abased ; and he that shall hum- 
*' ble himself, shall be exalted." 

*' Wo unto you. Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
" crites! for ye shut up the kingdom of heaven 
" against men: for ye neither go in yourselves, 
* ' neither suffer ye them that are entering, to go in . 
" Wountoyou, scribesandpharisees, hypocrites! 
*' for ye devour widows houses, and for a pre- 
" tence make long prayer; therefore ye shall re- 
" ceive the greater dMnnation. Wo unto you, 
'* scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye com- 
'* pass sea and land to make one proselyte, and 
'* when he is made, ye make him two-fold more 
" the child of hell than yourselves. Wo unto you, 
" ye blind guides! which say, Whoever shall swear 
'* by the ten^le, it is nothing; but whosoever

* shall swear by the gold of the temple, he is a 
' debtor. Ye fools, and blind : for whether is 
' greater, the gold, or the temple that sanctifieth 
' me gold? (Ye also say,) Whosoever shall swear 
' by me altar, it is nothing : but whosoever swear- 
' eth by the gift that is upon it, he is guilty. Ye 
' fools and bimd ! for whether is greater, the ^ft, 
' CH- the altar that sanctiBeth the gift ? Whoso 
' therefbre shall swear by the altar, sweareth by it, 
' and by all things thereon. And whoso shall 
' swear by the temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
' that dwelleth therein. And he that shall swear 

* by heaven, sweareth by the throne of God, and 
' by him that sitteth thereon. Wo imto you, 

' scribes and pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye pay - 
' tithe of mint, anise, and cummin, and have 
' omitted the weightier matters of the law, judg- 
' ment, mercy, and faith : these ought ye to have 
' done, and not to leave the other undone. Ye 
' blind guides ! which strain at a gnat, and swallow 

* a camel. Wo unto you, scribes and pharisees, 
' hypocrites ! for ye make clean the outside of 
'' ^e cup, and of me platter, but within they are 

* foil of extortion and excess. Thou blind pha- 
" risee ! cleanse first that which is within the cup 
" and platter; that the outside of them may be 
" clean also. Wo unto ydU, scribes and phari- 
" sees, hypocrites ! for ye are like unto whited 
" sepulclues, which indeed appear beautiful out- 
" ward, but are within full of dead mens bones, 
'* and of all uncleanness. Even so ye also out- 
'* wardly appear righteous unto men, but within 
" ye are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. Wo unto 
'* you, scribes and pharisees, hypocrites I because 
'* ye biiild the tomos of the prophets, and garnish 
" the sepidchres of the righteous, and say, If we 
'* had been in the days of our fethers, we would 
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" not have been partakers with them in the Mood 
" of the prophets. Wherefore ye be witnesses 
" unto yourselves, that ye are the children of them 
'*■ which killed^he prophets. Fill ye up then the 
'* measure ofyour rathers. Ye serpents, ye gen- 
" eration of vipers, how can ye escape the (wm- 
" nation of hell ? Wherefore behold, I send unto 
" you prophets, and wise men, and scribes, and 
" some of them ye shall kill and crucify, and some 
" of them shall ye scoui^ in your syn^t^es, 
" and persecute them from city to city ; That 
" upon you may come all the righteous blood shed 
" upon-the earth, from the blood of righteous Abel, 
" unto the blood of Zacharias,. son of Barachias, 
" whom ye slew between the temple and the altar. 
" Verily I say unto you, All these things shall 
'* come upon this generation. O Jerusalt-m, Je- 
" rusalem, thou that killest the prophets, and sto- 
" nest them which are sent unto thee, how ofren 
" would I have gathered thy children together, 
*' even as a hen gathereth her chickens under Her 
" wings, and ye would not ! Behold, your house 
'* is left unto you desolate. For I say unto you, 
** Ye shall not see me henceforth, till ye shall say, 
" Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the 
"Lord." 

Mark xii. 41-44. Luke xxi. 1-4. 
And Jesus sat over against the treasury, and be- 
held how the people cast money into the trea- 
sury, and many tJat were rich, cast in much. 
And he saw also a cert^n poor widow, and she 
threw in t^'o mites, which make a birthing. And 
he called unto )um his disciples, and saith unto 
them, " Verily I say utito you, that this poorwi- 
'* dow hath cast more in, than all they which have 
*' cast into the treasury. For all these have of 
'*' their abundance cast in unto. Uw «&riBga oC 



**God: but ^e of her penury did cast in all that 
" she had, even all her hvinc;.'* 
Matt. xxiv. 1-51. Mark xiii. 1-37. Luke xxi. 
5-36. 

And Jesus went out, and departed from die 
temple ; and his disciples came to him, f<n- to 
^w him the buildings of the temple. And some 
spake, how it was 'adorned with goodly stones, 
and gif^. And one of them saith unto him, 
Master, see what manner of stones, and what 
buildings are here. And Jesus said unto them, 
" Sv€ ye not all these things? Verily I say unto 
*' you, the days will come, in which there shall 
" not be left here one stone upon another, that 
" shall not be thrown down." 

And as he sat upon the mount of Olives, over 
against the temple, Peter, and James, and John, 
and Andrew came unto him privately, and asked 
him. Master, when shall these things be? and 
what shall be the s^ of thy coming, and of the 
end of the world ? 

AndJesusansweredandsaiduntothem, "Take 
" heed that no man deceive you. For many shall 
** come in my name, saying, I am Christ : and the 
*' time draweth near : and shall deceive many : go 
" ye not therefore after them. And when ye shall 
" hear of wars, and rumours of wars, be not terri- 
^' fied: Ibr all these things must (&rst) come to 
" pass, but the end shall not be yet. For nation 
" shdl rise i^nst nation, and kingdom :^ainst 
" kingdom : and great earthquakes sliall be in 
" divers places, and femines and pestilences, and 
" fearlul sights, and great signs shall there be 
" from heaven : these are the beginnings of sor- 
" rows. But take heed to yourselves; But bc- 
** lore all these, they shall lay their hands on you, 
" md povcutr you, and dc^ver you up to couiw 



*' cils and to the synagc^es, and into prisons: 
*' ye shall be beaten, and brought before rulers 
*' and kings for my s^e. They shall kill you : 
" and ye shall be hated of all nations for my 
" nam^s sake. And it shall turn to you for a 
" testimony. But when they shall lead you, and 
** deliver you up, take no thou^t before-hand 
" what ye shall speak, neither do ye premeditate : 
" but whatsoever shall be given you m that hour, 
** that speakye : for it is not ye that speak, but 
** the Holy Ghost. For I will give you a mouth 
" and wisdom, which all your adversaries shall not 
*' be able to gmnsay or resist. 

" And ften shall many be offended, Mid shall 
" betray one another, and shall hate one another. 
*' Now the brother shall betray the brother to 
** death, and the &ther the scHi, and children shall 
" rise up against their parents, and shall cause 
" them to be put to death. But there shall not a 
** hair ofyour head perish. In your patience pos- 
*' sess ye your souls. And many raise prophets 
** shall arise, and shall deceive many. And be- 
" cause iniquity shall abound, the love of many 
** shall wax cold. But he that shall endure unto 
" the end, Ac same shall be saved. And this 
" gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all 
" the world, for a witness unto m nations, and 
*' then shall the end come. 

" And when ye shall see Jerusalem compassed 
*' with armies, then know that the desolation 
'* thereof is nigh. That is the abomination of de- 
** solation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet, stand- 
" ing in the holy place, (whoso readeth, let him 
'* understand :) Then let them which be in Judea, 
'* flee into the mountains ; and let them which are 
" in tfie midst of it, depart out ; and let not them 
" that are in the countries, enter thereinto : let 
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" him which is on the house-top, not come down 
" to take any thing out of his house ; and let him 
*- that is in the field, not turn back to take his 
" clothes. For these be the days of vengeance, 
'* that all things which are written may be fiil- 
'^ filled. But wo unto them that are with child, 
*' and 40 them that Hve suck in those days : And . 
" pray that your flight be not in the winter, neither 
" on, the sabbath-day. For in those days shall be 
" great tribulation, such as was not from the be- 
" raining of the creation which God created unto 
" this time, nor ever shall be. For there shall be 
** wrath upon this people. And they shall fall by 
'* the edge of the sword, and shall be led away 
" captive into all nations : and Jerusalem shall be 
V trodden ,down of the Gentiles, until the time t^ 
*' the Gentiles be fulfilled. And except those days 
" should be shortened, there should no fiesh be 
" saved : but fca* the elects sake those days shall 
" be shortened. And then if any man shall say 
" unto you, Lo, here is Christ, w he is there : 
" believe itnot. For diere shall arise false Christs, 
" and ^se prophets, and shall shew great signs 
" and wonders, insomuch that (if it were possible) 
" they shall deceive the very elect. But take ye 
** heed : behold I have foretold you all things. 
" Wherefore if th^ shall say unto you, Beh<Sd, 
" he is in the desibrt; go not forth: behdd, he is 
*' in the secret chambo^; believe it not. For as 
'* the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth 
" even unto the west : , so diall also the comii^ of 
" the Son of man be. For wheresoever the car- 
" case is, there wUl&e eagles be gathered to- 
" gether. 

" Immediately after the tribulation of those 
" days, there diaU be signs in the sun, and in the 
"moon, and in the stars. ThesunslutUbedark- 
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•* CTied, and the moon shall not give her light, and 
*' the stars shall ^1 fh)m heaven; and upon the 
*' earth shall be distress of nations with perplexity, 
*' the sea and the waves roaring; men's hearts 
" failing them for fear, and for looking afier those 
" thin^ wMch are coming on the earth : for the 
" powers of heaven shall be shaken. And then 
" shall appear the sign of the Son of man in 
*' heaven: and then shall all the tribes of the earth 
" mourn, and they shall see the Son of man 
" coming in the clouds of heaven, ' with great 
" power and glory. And he shall send his aneets 
" with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall 
■" gather tt^ether his elect from the four winds, 
" from one end <rf h&iven to the other. 

" And when these things begin to come to pass, 
•' then look up, and lift up your heads ; for your 
" redemption draweth nigh. And he apake unto 
** thenv a parable. Behold the fig-tree and all the 
" trees. When thear branch is yet temkr, and 
"* putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer Is 
** nig^. So likewise when ye see these Ihings 
" come to pass, know ye that the kingdom of 
*' God is i^;h at h»id. Verily I say unto you, 
" that this generation shall not pass, tSI all these 
** ttungs be done. Heaven and esoA ^lall pass 
" away: but my words shall not pass away. Bilt 
** of that 'day ai^ that hour knoweth no man, no 
** not the ai^ls wluch are in heaven, neither the 
** Son, but my Father only. 

" And take heed to yoursekes, lest at any time 
** yourheartsbe.over-chaigedwitii surfeiting, and 
" dninkenness, and cares of this life, and so that 
** day come upon you unawares. Far as a aiare 
** diall it come on all them th« dweH on the face 
•* of the wh(^ earth. But as tlie (fays of Noe 
^' were, so shdl dse ^x comi^ M the Sen of 
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*< man be. For as in the days that w^re before 
" the flood, they were eating and drinking, mar- 
" rying, and giving in marriage, until me day 
" that Noe entered into the ark, and knew not 
*' until the flood came, and took them all away; 
" so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. 
*' Then shall two be in the field; theone shall be 
" taken, and the other left : two women shall be 
" grinding at the mill ; the one shall be taken, and 
" 3ie other left. 

" Watch ye therefore and pray always, that ye 
*' may be accounted worthy to escape all th^ 
" things that shall come to pass, and to stand be- 
" fore the Son of man. For ye know not what 
•* hour your Lord doth come. For the Son of 
'.* man is as a man taking a far journey, who left 
<' his house, and gave authority to ms servants, 
" and to eveiy man his work, and commanded the 
" porter to watch. Watch ye thereftH*. But if 
** the good man of the house had known in what 
*' watch the thief wouU come, he woidd have 
" watdied, and would not have su&red his house 
** to be broken up. Therefore be ye also ready; 
" for in such an hour as you think not, the S(m 
** of man cometh. 

" Who then is a &ithful and wise servant, whom 
** his Lord hath piade ruler over tus househt^, to 
" S^ve them meat in due season? Blessed is that 
*' servant, whom his L<»d, when he cometh, ^lall 
** find so doing. Verily I say unto you, he ^)ail 
" make him ruler over all his goods. But and if 
** that evil servant shall say in ms heart, MyL(M^ 
" delayeth his coming, and shall bec^n to smite 
" his fellow-servants, and to eat and drink with 
•< the drunken : The Lord of that servant shall 
*' come in a day when he looketh not for him, and 
" in an hour tlut he is not aware of; andsballcut 
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" him asunder, ilnd appoint him his portion with 
•'the hypocrites: there shall be weeping and 
" gnashing of teeth. Watch ye therefore, for ye 
" know not when the master of the house comem, 
" at even, or at midnight, or at the cock -crowing, 

' " or in the morning. And what I say unto you, 
" I say unto all, watch. 
Matt. x;cv. 1-46. xxvi. 1-5. Luke xxii. 2. 
" Then shall the kingdom of heaven be hkened 
" unto ten virgins, which took their lamps, and 
" went forth to meet the bridegroom. And five of 
*' them were wise, and five were foolish. They 
" that were foolish, took their lamps, and took no 
" oil with them : but the wise took oil in their 
" vessels with their lamps. While the brideeroom 

I " tarried, they all slumbered and slept. And at 
"midnight there was aery made, Behold, the 

I " bridegroom cometh, go ye out to meet him. 
" Then all those virgins arose, and trimmed their 

^ " lamps. And the foolish said unto the wise, 
*' Give us of your oil, for our lamps are gone out. 
" But the wise answered, saying. Not so; lest 
" there be not enou^ for us and you : but go ye 
** rather to them that sell and buy for yourselves. 
" Ajid while they went to buy, the bridegroom 
* ' came, and they that were ready went in widi him 
'* to the marriage, and the door was shut. After- 
" wards came also the other virgins, saying. Lord, 
'' Lord, open unto us. But he answered, and 
" said, Verily I say unto you, I know you not. 
" Watch therefore, for ye know neither the day 
" nor the hour wherein the Son of man cometh. 
" Forthekingdomof heaven is as a man travel- 

"^*' ling into a fer country, who called his own ser- 
" vants, and delivered unto them his goods : And 
" unto one he gave five talents, to another t^vo, 
" and to another one, to every man according to 

■* c 



26 

" his several ability, and strai^tway took his 
" journey. Then he that had received the five 
" talents, went and traded with the same, and 
'* made them other five talents. And likewisehe 
** that had received two, he also gjuned other two. 
" But he that had received one, went and digged 
" in the earth, and hid his lord's money. After 
" a long time, the lord of those servants cometh 
" and reckoneth with them. And so he that re- 
" ceived five talents, came and brought other five 
" talents, saying, Lord, thou deliveredst unto me 
" five talents : behold, I have gained besides them 
" five talents more. His lord said unto him, Well 
'* done, thou good and feitlifijl servant ; thou hast 
" been faithful over a few things, I will make 
" thee ruler over many things : enter thou into the 
" joy of thy lord. He also that had received two 
'* talents, came and said, Lord, thou deliveredst 
" unto me two talents: behold, I have gained two 
" other talents besides them. His lord said unto . 
"him,* Well done, good and iaithful servant; 
" thou hast been faithfiil over a few things, I will 
" make thee ruler over many things : enter thou 
" into the joy of thy lord. Then he which had 
" received the one talent, came and said, Lord, 
'' I knew thee that thou art an hard man, reaping 
' where thou hadst not sown, and gathering where 

* diou hadst not strawed: And I was afraid, and 

* went and hid thy talent in the earth : lo, there 
'* thou hast th^ is thine. His lord answered and 
'* said nnto him. Thou wicked and slothiid ser- 
'* vant, thou knewest that I reap where I sowed 
' not, and gather where I have not strawed. Thou 
' oughtest therefore to have put my money to the 

* exchangers, and then at my conung I should 
' have received mine own with usury. Take 
''* Uten&xe the talent from him, and ^ve it unto 
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^' him which hath ten talents. For unto every 
" one that hath, shall be given, and he shall have 
" abundance: but from nam that hath not, shall 
" be taken away, even that which he hath. And 
" cast ye the unprofitable servant into outer 
" darkness : there shall be weeping and gnaslung 
" of teeth. 

'* When the Son of man shall come in his glo- 
" ry, and all the holy angels with him, then ^lall 
" he sit upon the throne of his glory. And be- 
" fore him shall be gathered all nations ; and he 
** shall separate them one from another, as a shep- 
*' herd divideth his sheep fix)m the goats. And 
? he shall set the sheep on his right hand, but the 
"goats on the left. Then shall the King say unto 
*' uiem on his right hand, Come ye blessed of my 
** Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you 
** from die foundation of the world. For I was 
"an hungered, and ye gave me meat: I was 
" thirsty, and ye gave me dnnk : I was a stranger, 
*' and ye took me in: naked, and ye domed 
*' me : I was sick, and ye visited me : I was in 
" prison, and ye came unto me. Then shall 
*' the righteous answer him, saying, Lord, when 
*' saw we thee an hungered, and fed thee? or 
" tlursty, and gave thee di^k? When saw we " 
*' thee a strai^r, and took thee in? or naked, 
** and clothed thee? or when saw we thee sick or 
" in prison, and came unto thee? And the King 
" sh^ answer and say unto them. Verily 1 say 
" unto you. In as much as ye have done it unto 
" one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 
" done it Unto me. Then shall he say also unto 
" them on the left hand, Depart from me, ye cur- 
'* sed, into everlastii^ fire, prepared for the devil 
" and his angels. For I was an hungered, and ye 
" gave me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me 



" no drink : I was a stranger, and ye look me not 
" in : naked, and ye clothed me not : sick and in 
" prison, and ye visited me not. Then shall they 
** also answer unto him, saying. Lord, when saw 
'* we thee an hui^ered, or athirst, or a stranger, 
" ornaked, or sick, or in prison, and did not min- 
*' ister unto thee? Then shall he answer them, 
" saying, Verily I say unto you, In as much as 
'* ye did it not to one of the least of these, ye did 
" it not to me. And these shall go away into 
" everlasting punishment, but the righteous into 
*' life eternal." 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had finished 
all these sayings, he said unto his disciples, " Ye 
*' know that after two days is the feast of the pass- 
" over, and the Son of man is betrayed to be 
" crucified." Then assembled tt^ther the chief 
piiests, and the scribes, and the elders of the peo- 
ple, unto the palace of the high priest, who was 
called Caiaphas, and consulted that ihey might 
take Jesus by subtilty, and kill him. But they 
said. Not on the fest-day, lest there be an up- 
roar among the people : for they feared the people. 

THE ACTS OF WEDNESDAY. 

John xiii. 1-30. 

IN OW before the feast of the passover, when 
Jesus knew that his hour was come, that he should 
depart out of this world unto the Father, having 
loved his own, which were in the world, he loved 
them unto the end. And supper being ended, 

ithe devilliaving now put into the heart of Judas 
scariot, Simon's son, to betray him) Jesus know- 
ing that the Father had ^ven all tilings into his 
hEuids, and that he was come from God, and went 



taGod; he riseth from supper, aiid laid aside 
his giuments, and took a towe) and girded him- 
self. After that, he poureth water into a bason, 
and began to wash his disci]^es feet, and to wipe 
them with the towel, wherewith he was girded. 
Then cometh he to Simon Peter : and Peter saith 
unto him, Lord, dost thou wash my feet? Jesus 
answered and said unto him, " What I do, diou 
" knowest not now ; but thou shalt know here- 
" after." Peter saith untohim, Thou dialt never 
wash my feet. Jesus answered him, " If I wash 
" thee not, thou hast no part with me." Simon 
Peter saith unto him. Lord, not my feet only, but 
also my hands and my head. Jesus saith to him, 
*' He that is washed, needeth not, save to wash 
" his feet, but is clean every wHIt : and ye are 
" clean, but not all." For he knew who should 
betray him ; therefore said he. Ye are not all clean. 
So after he had washed their feet, and had taken 

■ his garments, and was set down again, he said 
unto them, " Know ye what I have done to you ? 
" Ye call me Master, and Lord ; and ye say well ; 
" for so I am. If I then your Lord and Master, 
*' have washed yqur feet, ye also ought to wash 
" one ano^ers feet. For I have riven you an 
" example, that ye should do as I have done to 
" you. Verily, verily I say unto you. The ser- 
'• vant is not greater than his Lord, neither he 
" that is sent, greater than he that sent him. If 
" ye know these things, happy are ye if ye do 
'* them. I speak not of you ^; I know whom 
" I have chosen: but that the scripture may be 

, *' folfilled. He that eateth bread with me, hath 

" lifted up his heel against m^- Now T tell .you 

*' before it come, that when it is come to pass, ye 

" may believe that I am he. Verily, verily I say 

c 2 ' 
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" unto you, He that receiveth whomsoever I send, 
" receiveth me : and he that receiveth me, receiv- 
" eth him that sent me." 

When Jesus had thus said, he was troubled in 
spirit, and testified and said, " Verily, verily I 
" say unto you, that one of you shall betray me." 
TTien the disciples looked one on another, doubt- 
ing of whom he spake. Now there was leaning 
on Jesus bosom, one of his disciples whom Jesus 
loved. Simon Peter therefore beckoned to him, 
that he should ask who it should be of whom he 
spake. He then lying on Jesus breast, saith unto 
him, Lord, who is it? Jesus answered, " He it 
" is to whom I shall give a sop, when I have dip- 
" ped it." And when he had dipped the sop, he 
gave it to Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. And • 
after the sop, Satan entered into him. Then stud 
Jesus unto him, " That thou doest, do quickly," 
Now no man at the table knew for what mtent he 
spake this unto him. For some of them thought, 
because Judas had the bag, that Jesus had s^d 
unto him. Buy those things that we have need 
of against the feast : or that he should give some- 
tlung to the poor. He then having received the 
sop, went immediately out : and it was night. 
Matt. xxvi. 14-16. Mark xiv. 10, }1. Luke 
xxii. 3-6. 
And he went unto the chief priests and captains, 
and communed witli them, how he might betray 
him unto them. And when they heard- it, they 
were glad, and they covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver. ' And he promised, and from 
th;it time, he sought opportunity to betray' him/ 
- unto them in the ^sence of the multitude. 



THE ACTS OF THURSDAY. 

Matt. xxvi. 17-19. Mark xiv. 12-16. Luke 
xxii. 7-13. 

jM OW the first day of unleavened bread, when 
the passover must be killed, the disciples came 
to Jesus, saying unto him, Where wilt thou that 
we go, and prepare for thee to eat the passover ? 
And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, Peter 
and John, and saith unto them, " Go ye into the 
'* city, aiid when ye are entered into the city, 
" there shall a man meet you, bearing a pitcher 
" of Water ; follow him into the house where he 
" entereth in. And ye shall say unto the good 
" man of the house ; The master saith. My time 
" is at hand, I will keep the passover at thy house 
■ *' with my disciples. And he will shew you a 
" large upper room furnished and prepared : there 
" make ready for us." And Uiey went, and 
found as he ha.d said unto them, and they made 
ready the passover. 

John xiii. 31-38. xiv. 1-31. 
And (when they were returned) Jesus said, 
" Now Is the Son of man glorified, and God is 
" glorified in him. If God be glorified in him, 
" God shall also glorify him in himself, and shdl 
" straightway glorify him. Little children, yet a 
" little while I am with you. Ye shall seek me : 
" and as I said unto the Jews, whither I go, ye 
" cannot come : so now I say unto you. ' A new 
" commandment I ^ve unto you, that ye love one 
*' another; as I have loved you, that ye also love 
*' one another. By this shall all men know that 
" ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
" another." - 



Simon Peter said unto him, Lord, whither goest 
thou? Jesus answered him, " Whither I go, thou 
" canst not follow me now; but thou snalt fol- 
" low me afterwards." Peter said unto him, 
Lord, why cannot I follow thee now? I will lay 
down my life for thy sake. Jesus answerd him, 
" Wilt thou lay down thy life for my sake? Veri- 
" ly, verily I say unto thee, the cock shall not 
" crow, tillthou hast denied me thrice." 

" Let not your heart be troubled : ye believe 
" in God, believe also in me. In my Father's 
" house are many mansions; if it were not so, 
" I would have told you, I go to prepare a place 
*' for you. And if I go and prepare a place for 
*' you, I will come again, and receive you unto 
" myself, that where I am, there ye may be also. 
" And whither I go ye know, and the way ye 
" know." 

Thomas saith unto him, Lord, we know not 
whither thou Koest, and how can we know the 
way ? Jesus saith unto him, '* I am the way, and 
" die truth, and the life : no man cometh unto 
" the Father but by me. If ye had known me, 
*' ye should have known my Father also: and 
'* from henceforth ye know him, and have seen 
" him." 

Philip saith unto him, Lord, shew us the Father, 
and itsuflicethus. Jesus saidi unto him, "Have 
" I been so long time with you, and yet hast thou 
•* not known me, Philip? he that hath seen me, 
* ' hath seen the Father ; and how sayest thou then, 
" Sheiv us the Father? Believest Uiou not, that 
'* I am in the Father, and the Father in me ? the 
" words that I speak unto you, I speak not of 
" myself: but the Father thatdwelleth in me, he 
'* doeth the works. Believe me, that I am in the 
'* Father, and the Father in me: or else believe 



" me for the very works sake. Verily, veri!y I 
" say unto you, He ihat believeth on me, the 
" works that I do, shall he do also, and greater 
" works than these shall he do ; because I go unto 
" my Father. And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
" my name, that will I do, that the Father may 
" be glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any 
" thing in my name, I will do it. 

" If ye love me, keep my commandments. 
" And I will pray the Father, and he shall g^ve 
" you another Comforter, that hemay«bide with 
" you forever; even the Spirit of truth, whom 
" the world cannot receive, because it seeth him 
*' not, neither knoweth Mm : but ye know him, 
" for he dwelleth with you, and shall be in you. 
" I will not leave you comfortless; I will come 
" to you. Yet a little ^vhile and the world seeth 
" me no more ; but ye see me : because I live, 
*' ye shall live also. At that day ye shall know, 
" that I am in my Fadier, and you in me, and I 
" in you. He Imt hath my commandments, and 
** keepeth them, he it is that loveth me. And he 
" that loveth me, shall be loved of my Father, and I 
*' will love him, and will manifest myself to him." 

Judas saith unto him, (not Iscariot,) Lord, how 
is it that thou wilt manifest thyself unto us, and 
not unto the world? Jesus answered, and said 
unto him, '* If a man love me, he will keep my 
" words: and my Father will love him, and we 
" wiU come unto him, and make our abode with 
** him. He that loveth me not, keepeth not my 
" sayings : and the word which you hear, is not 
" mine, but the Father's which sent me. These 
" thingshave I spoken unto you, beingyet present 
" with you. But the Comforter, which is the 
*' holy Ghost, whom the Father will send in my 
" name, he shall teach you all things, and bring 



" all thinps to your remembrance, w^tsoever I 
" have said unto you. 

" Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto 
" you : not as the world giveth, give I Unto you. 
" Let not your heart be troubled, neither let it be 
" a&aid. Ye have heard how I said'unto you, I 
' ' go away, and come again unto you. If ye loved 
" me, ye would rejoice, because I said, I go untS 
" the Father: for my Father is greater than I. 
' ' And now I have told you before it come to pass, 
" that whtn it is come to pass, ye might believe. 

" Hereafter I will not talk much with you : for 
" the prince of this worid cometh, and hath 
" nothing in me. But that the world may know 
*' that I love the Father ; and as the Father gave 
" me commandment, even so I do. Arise let us 
" go hence." 

Matt. xxvi. 20-29. Mark xiv. 17-25. Luke 
xsii. 14-20. 

And in the evening he cometh with the twelve 
(into that house). And when the hour was come 
(to eat the passover) he sat down, and the twelve 
apostles with him. And he said unto them, 
" With desire I have desired to eat this passover 
_ " with yon before I aufier. For I say unto you, 
*' I will not any more eat thereof, until it be ful- 
" filled in the kingdom of God." And he took 
the cup, and gave thanks, and said, *' Take this, 
" and divide it among yourselves." And as they 
did eat,, he said, " verily I say unto you, one 
" of you w:hich eateth with me, shall betray me." 
And they were exceeding sorrowful, and began 
to say unto him, one by one. Lord, is it I? and 
another said, Is it I ? He answered, and said 
unto them, " It is one of the twelve that dippeth 
" whh me in the dish, the same shall betray me. 
*' The Son o£ man indeed goeth as it is written 
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" of him : but wo iinto that man by whom the 
" Son of man is betrayed ; good were it for that 
*' man if he had never been oom." Then Judas 
which betrayed him, answered and sad, Master, 
is it I ? He said unto him, " Thou hast said." 

And as they did eat, Jesus took bread, and 
blessed it, and brake it, and gave it to his disciples, 
and said, " Take, eat; This is my body, miich 
" is g^ven for you: this do in remembrance of 
" me." Likewise also after supper, he took the 
cup, and gave thanks, and gave itto them, saying', 
" Diink ye all of it : This is my blood, (the blood) 
" of the new testament, which is shed for you, 
'* and for many, for the remission of sins. (iTiis 
" do ye, as oft as ye dnnk it, in remembrance of 
•' me, I Cor. xi.) Verily I say unto you, I will 
*' not drink henceforth of this fruit of the vine, 
" until that day when I driii it new with you in 
" my Father's kingdom." 

Luke xxii. 24-38. 

And there was also a strife among diem, which 
of them should be accounted the greatest. And 
he said unto them, " The kings of the Gentiles 
" exercise l<»^dship over, them ; and they that 
•* exercise authonQr upon them, are called bene- 
" factors. But ye shidl not be so; but he that is 
" greatest among you, let him be as the younger; 
" and he that is chief, as he that doth serve. For 
*' whether b greater, he that sittedi at meat, or 
" he that serveth? is not he that aitteth at meat ? 
** but I am among yoa as he that serveth. Ye 
*' are tfiey which nave continued with me in my 
■•* temptations. And I appoint unto you a kmg- 
" dom, as my Father hath appointed unto me : 
" that ye may eat and drink at my table, in my 
" kingdom, and sk on thrones judging the twelve 
" tribes of Israel." 
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And the Lord said, " Simon, Simon, behold, 
" Satan hath desired to have you, that he might 
" sift you as wheat : but I have prayed, for thee, 
" that thy faith foil not ; and when thou art con- 
" verted, strenstheh thy brethren." And he said 
unto hiiji. Lord, I am ready to go with thee, both 
into prison, and to death. And he said, " I tell 
" thee, Peter^ the cock shall not crow this day, 
" before that thou shall thrice deny that thou 
" knowest me ! " 

And he said unto them, " When I sent you 
" without purse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye 
"any thing?" and they said, Nothing. Then 
said he unto them, " But now he that hdth a 
" purse, let him take it, and likewise his scrip : 
" and he that hath no sword, let him sell hb gar- 
" ment, and buy one. For I say unto you, that 
" this that is written, must yet be accompli^ed 
" in me. And he was reck<Hied among the trans- 
" gressors : for the things concerning me have an 
" end." And they said. Lord, behold, here are 
two swords. And he said unto them, " It is 
*' enough." 
Matt. xxvi. 30. Mark xiv. 26. John xv, svi, xvii. 

And when they had sung Ml hymn; Jesus siud; 
" I am the true vine, and my Father is the hus- 
" bandman. Every teanch in me that beareth 
" not fruit, he taketii away : and every branch that 
" beareth fruit, he pur^eth it, that it may bring 
" forth mOTc fruit. Now ye are clean mrough 
" the word which I have spoken unto you. Abide 
" in me, _ and I in you. As the branch cannot 
" bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine : 
" no mc»e can ye, except ye abide in me. I am 
" the vine, ye are the branche(s: he that abideth 
" in me, and I in him, the same bringetb forth 
" much fruit : for without me ye can do nothing. 
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'^ If a man abide not in me, he is cast forth as a 
"branch, and is withered : and men gather them, 
" and- cast them into the fire, andthey are bumed. 
'* If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, 
■' ye shall ask what ye. will, and it shall be done 
" unto you. Herein is my Father glorified, that 
" ye bear much fiiiit ; so shall ye be my disciples. 
!' As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved 
"you: continue ye in my love. ■ If ye keep my 
" commandments, ye sl;^ abide in my love : 
" even as I have £ept my Father's command- 
" ments, and abide in his love. 

" These things have I spoken unto you that my 
"joy might remain in' you, and that your joy 
"might be full. This is my commandment, 
" that ye love one another, as I have loved you. 
* Greater love hath no man than this, that a man 
■' lay down his life for his friends. Ye are my 
" friends, if ye do whatsoever I command you. 
'* Henceforth 1- call you, not servants ; fbr the 
" servant knoweth not what his lord doeth : but 
" I have called you fiiends ; for all things that 
'* I have heard of my Father, I have made tnown 
'* imto you. Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
" chosen you, that you should go and bring forth 
" fruit, and that your fiiiit should rem^ : that 
'* whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father in my 
'• name, he may g^ve it you. 

" These things I command you, that ye love 
'* one another. If the world hate you, ye know 
'• that it hated me beR»e it hated you. If ye were 
' * of the world, the world would love hiis own : 
" but because ye are not of the world, bjt X have 
" cho6enyououtoftheworld,thatffore the world 
'* hateth you. Remember the word that I said 
'* unto you. The servant is not g^«ater Ami the 
" lord. If they have persecuted me, they will also 
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" persecute you : if they have kept my sxymgi 
" they will keep yours also. But all these things 
" will they do unto you for my name's sake, be- 
" cause they know not him that sent me. If I had 
" not come, and spoken unto them, they had not 
" had sin : but now they have no cloak for their 
" sin. He that hateth me, hateth my Father also. 
' If I had not done among them the works which 
' none other man didj they had not had sin : but 
' now have they both seen and hated both me and 
' my Father. But this cometh to- pass, that the 
" word might be- fulfilled that is written in their 
" law, They hated me without a cause. But when 
" the Comforter is come, whom I will send untff 

* you fnwn the Father, even the Spirit of tnith, 
" which proceedeth fi-om the Father, he shall testi-" 

' fyofme. And ye also shall bear witness, because "^ 
' ye have been with me from tfie beginnkig. 

" These things have I spoken unto you, fliat ye 
" should not be offended. They shall put you out ^ 
™ of the synagogues : yea, the time cometh, that 
*' whosoever kiffeth you, will think that he doeth 
" God service. And these things, will they do 
" unto you, because they have not known -the 
" Father, nor me. But these things have I told 
" you, that when the time shall come, ye may 
< remember that I tdd you of them. And these 
' things I said not.unto you at the beaming, be> 
' caose I was with you. But now I go my way 
' to him that sent me ; and n<me of you askedfi 

* me, Whither goest thou f But because I have 
' said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled 
-' your heart. Neverthekas, 1 tell you t}ie truth ; 

' it is espedient for you tiiai 1 go away ; for if I %, 
' go not away, the Comforter wul not come imto 
' you ; but if I depart, I will send him unto you. 
-* And when he is come, he wiU reprove the world , J 



♦*of sin, and of righteousness, and of judgment: 
" Of sin, because they believe not on me; Of 
** righteousness, because I go to my Father, and 
" ye see me no more ; Of judgment, because the 
" prince of this worid is judged. 

" I have yet many things to say unto you, but 
" ye cannot bear them now. Howbeit, when he, 
" the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you 
" into ail truth ; for he shall not speak of himself, 
" but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak ; 
** and he will shew you things to come. He sh^l 
" glorify me; for he shall receive of mine, and 
*' shall shew it unto you. All things that the Father 
" hath, are mine : therefore said I, that he shall 
*' take of mine, and shall shew it unto you. 

" A litde while, and ye shall not see me : and 
" again a little while, and ye shall sec me, because 
" I go to the Father." Then sud some of his 
disciples ^nong themselves. What is this that he 
saith unto us, A tittle while, and ye diall not see 
me; and again a little while, and ye shall see me : 
M)d, because I gp to the Father ? They swd there- 
-fore, What is this that he saith, A little while? 
we cannot tell what he saith. Now Jesus knew 
that they were desirous to ask him, and said unto 
them, " Do ye inquire among ymn^ves trf" that 
" I said, A little while, and ye shall not see me ; 
" and agidn, a little while and ye shall see me ? 
' ' Verily, verUy I say unto you, that ye shall weep 
" and lament, but the world shall rejoice : and ye 
" shall be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be 
" turned into joy. 

" A woman when she is in ^vail, hath sorrow, 
" because her hour is come : . but as soon as she 
" is delivered of the child, she remembereth no 
" more the anguish, for joy that a man is bom into 
" the world. And ye now therefore have sorrow : 



" but I will see you ^ain, and yoiir heart shall re- 
" joice, and your joy no man taketh from yo\j. 
" And in that day ye shall ask mc nothuig.* 
" Verily, verily I say unto you, whatsoever ye 
" shall ask the Father in my name, he will give 
" it you. Hithato have ye asked nothing in my 
'* name : ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy 
" may be full. 

*' These things have I spoken unto you in pro- 
" verbs : the time Cometii when I shall no more 
" speak vmto you in proverbs, but I shall shew 
" you plainly of the Father. At that day ye shall 
" ast m my name : and I say hot unto you, that 
" I will pray the Father for you : for the Father 
" himself loveth you, because ye have loved me, 
" and have believed that I came out from God. 
" I came forth from the Father, and am come into 
" the worW ; again, 1 leave the world, and go to 
" the Father." His disciples said- Tmto him, Lo, 
now speakest thou plainly, and speakest no pro> 
verb. Now are we sure, that thou knowest all 
things, and needest not that any man should ask 
thee ; by this we believe, that thou earnest fortlr 
from God. Jesus answered them, " Do ye now 
" believe ? Behold the hour cometh, yea, is now 
*' come, that ye shall be scattered, every man to 
" his own, and shall leave me alone ; and yet I am 
" not alone, because the Father is with me. These 
" things I have spoken unto you, that in me ye 
" mig^t have peace. In the world ye shall have 
*' tribulation ; but be of good cheer, I have over- 
*' ceme the world." 

These words spake Jesus ; and lifted up his eyes , 
to heaven, and said, " Father, the hour is come ; 
'f glorify thy Son, that thy Son also may glorify

*' thee : as thou hast given him jkwer over all 

" fle^, that he should give eternal life to as many 

** as thou hast given him. And this is life eternal, 

" that they might know thee the only trae God; 

'* and Jesus Christ whom thou hast sent. I have 

" glorified thee on the earth; I have finished the 

" work which thou gavest me to do. And now, 

" O Father, glorify thou me with thine own self, 

*' with the g^ory which I had with thee before the 

" world was. I have manifested thyruune unto 

'* the men which thou gavest me out of the world : 

" thine they were, and thou gavest them me; 

" and they have kept thy word. Now they have 

" known that all things whatsoever thou hast given 

" me, are of thee. For I have given unto them 

" the wprds which thou gavest me ; and they have 

" received them, and mve kno\vn surely that I 

" came out from thee, and they have believed that 

" thou didst send me. I pray for them ; I pray 

" not for the world, but for them which thou hast 

" given me ; for they are thine. And all mine 

" are thine, and thine are mine, and I am glorified 

" in them. And now I am no more in the world, 

" but these are in the world, and I come to thee. 

'* Holy Father, keep through thine own name those 

" whom thou hast given me, that they may be one, 

" as we are. While I was with them in the world, 

" I kept them in thy name : those that thou gavest 

'* me, I have kept, and none of them is lost, but 

" the son of perdition; that the scripture might 

'^ be fulfilled. And now come I to thee, and these 

" tiiii^ I spedls. in the worldr.that they might have 

. *' my joy fulfilled in- themselves. I have given 

*' them thy word ; and the world hath hated mem, 

" because they are not of the world, ereiwis lanl 

" not of the world. I pray not that thou shouldrft 

. " take them otrt of tho: worlds but that thou 

D2 , A.(Hi.^K' 
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•' shcHildst keep them from the evil. They are 
" not of the world; evenas lamnotof the worid. 
*' Sanctify them through thy tnith : Thy word is 
** tFuth. As thou hast sent me into the world, 
" even so have I also sent them into the world. 
" And for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they 
" also might be sanctified through the truth* 

" Neither pray 1 for theae alone, but for Aem 
" also which shall believe on me tlwough their 
' ' word ; that they all may be one ; as thou, Father, 
" art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be 
" one in us ; that the world may believe that thou 
" hast sent me. And the glory which thou gavest 
" me, I have given them, that they may be one, 
" even as we are one. I in them, and thou in me, 
" that they may be made perfect in one, and that * 
" the world may know that thou hast sent me, 
" and hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. i 
" Father, I will, that they also whom thou hast 
" given me, be with me where I am : tttet tiiey • 
" may behold my glor)- which thou hast given me ; 
" for thou loveikt me before the foundation of the 
" world. . O righteous Father, the world hath not 
" known thee : but I have kriOwn thee, and these 
" have known that thou hast sent me.. And I have 
" declared unto them^thy name, and wiU declare 
** it ; that the love wherewidi thou hast loved me, 
" may be in ihem, and I in them." 
Matt. xxvi. 30-35. Mark siv. 26-31. Luke 
xxii. 39. John xviii. 1. 

When Jesus had spoken these words, he went 
forth (out of the dty) over the brook Cedron, and ^ 
went, as he was wont, to the mount of Olives ; ,\ 
and his disciples ^so followed him. Then siuth 
tiesus unto them, " All ye shall be offended be- 
" cause of me thb night : for it ds written, I wiH 
" smite thcahq^berd, and tlie sbeep of the flock . 



" shall be scattered abroad. But after 1 am risen 
" again, I will go before yoii into G^ee.*' 

But Peter answered and said unto Mm, Though 
all men shall be oflfended because of tiiee, yet will 
I never be ofended. Jesus said unto turn, *' Verily 
*' I say unto thee, that this day, even in ^sTught, 
" before the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me 
'* thrice." But he ^>ake the more vehemendy, 
If I shoiUd die' with thee, I will not deny thee m 
any wise. Likewise also said all the disciples. 
Matt. sxvi. 36-45. Mark xiv. 32-42. Lukexxii. 
40-46. John xviii. 1, 2. 
Then cometh Jesus with them imto a place 
called Gethsemane, where was a garden, into which 
he entered, and his disciples. And Judas also, 
which betrayed him, knew the place ; fen- Jesus 
oft-times resorted thidier with his disciples. And 
' when he was at the [dace, he said unto them, " Sit 
" ye here, while I go and pray yonder." And he 
took with him Peter, and James and John, the 
two sons of'Zebedee, and he began to be sorrow- 
ful, sore amazed, and very heavy. Then saith 
Jesus unto them, " My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
" ful, even unto death: tany ye here, and watch 
" widi me." And he went a little ferther, and was 
withdrawn from them about a stone's cast, and 
fell on his face on the ground, apd prayed, that tf 
it were possible, the hour m^ht pass from him. 
And he sead, " Abba, O my Father, if it be pos- 
" sible, and all things are possible unto thee, take 
" away this cup from me : nevertheless, not my 
'* will, but thine be done." 

And he cometh unto the disciples, and findeth 

them sleeping, and sahh unto Pet^: "Simon, 

*' sleepest thou ?. what, could ye not watch witt 

" me one hour? Watch and pray, that ye enter not 

. " uito tem[dation : the ^rit mdwcd is wiUiog, bat 



•' the flesh is wcdt." And he went away the 
second thne, and prayed, saying, " O niy Fa- 
" ther, if this cup may not pass away from me, 
" except I drink it, thy will be done." And he 
returned, and found them asleep again, for their 
eyes were heavy, neither wist they what to answer 
him. And he left them, and went away again, 
and prayed the third time, saying the same words. 
And there appeared an angel unto him from 
heaven, strengthening him. 

And being m an agony, he prayed more earnest- 
ly (with strong crying and tears, Heb. v. 7.) and 
his s^veat was as it were great drops of blood fall- 
ing down to the ground. And when he arose up 
from prayer, and was come the third time to his 
disciples, he found them sleeping for sorrow ; and 
said unto them, ^' Why sleep ye now, and take 
" your rest? it is enough ; rise and pray, lest ye 
" enter into temptation. Behold, the hour is come, 
" and the Son of man is betrayed into the hands 
*' of sinners. Rise up, let us go ; lo, he that be- 
" trayeth me is at hand." 

Matt. xxvi. 47-56. Mark xiv. 43-52. Luke xxii. 
47-54. John xviii. 3-12. 

And immediately, while he yet spake, lo, Judas, 
one of the twelve, came, having received a band 
of men, and officers, from rfie chief priests and 

Sharisees, with lanterns, torches and weapons, 
esus therefore knowing all things that should 
come upon him, went forth and said unto them, . 
*' Whom seek ye?" They answered him, Jesus 
of Nazareth. Jesus saith unto them, " I am he." 
And Judas also, which betrayed him, stood widi 
them. As soon then as Jesus had aaad imto them, 
I am he, diey weftt backward and fell to the 
(l^tMind. Then asked he theva again, " Whom 
'* seek ye ?>* And dkey said, Jcstis of ^^oveth. . 



Jesus answered, " I have told you that I am he : 
" if therefore ye seek me, let these go their-way.'* 
That the saying might be fulfilled, which he ^)ake, 
Of them which thou gavest me, have I lost none. 
And he that betrayed him, had g^ven them atoken, 
saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is he ; 
hold him &st, and lead him away safely. And 
forthwith he came to Jesus, and said, HeuI, Mas- 
ter, and kissed him. And Jesus said unto h^n, 
*' Friend, wherefore art thou come? Judas, be- 
" trayest thou the Son of man with a kiss?" Then 
came they and laid hands on Jesus, and took him. 
When they which were about him saw what 
would follow, they said unto him, Lord, shall we 
sinite with the sword? And one of them, Simon 

. Peter, having a sword, drew it, and smote the 
high-priest's servant, and cut off his right ear. 
The servant's name was Malchus. And Jesiis 
answered and sjud, '* SuARet ye thus fer. " And he 

■ touched his ear, and healed him : and s^ unto 
Peter, " Put up thy sword into the sheath ; for all 
" they that take the sword, shall perish with the 
" sword. Thinfcest thou that I cannot now pray 
" to my Father, and he ^igll presentiy mye me 
" more than twelve legions of angels? The cup 
" which my Father hatli g^vcn me, shall I not 
" drink it? But how then shall the scriptures be 
" fulfilled, that thus it must be?" 

In that same hour said Jesus unto the chief 
priests and captains of the temple, and the elders 
which were come to him, " Are ye come out as 
'* against a thief, with swords and with staves, to 
" take me ? When I was daily with you in the 
" temple, teaching, ye stretched forth no hands 
" against me : but Ais is your hour, and the power 
" of darkness." But all this was done, ttrat the 

. scripturcsoftheprophetsmi^tbefolfiUed. Then 



all the disciples forscK^ him, and fled. And then: 
followed him a certain young man, having a linen 
cloth cast about his naked body, and the young 
men laid hold on him. And he left the linen doth, 
and fled from them naked. 

Matt. xxvi. 57-68. Mark siv. 53-65. Luke xxii. 
54, 55. 63-65. John xviii. 12-24. 

Then the band, and the eaptain, and officers of 
the Jews took Jesus and bound him, and led bim 
away to Annas first, for he was fatiier-in-Iaw to 
Caiaphas, which was the high-priest that same 
year. Now Caiaphas was he which gave counsel 
to the JeM's, that it \vas expedient,' uiat one man 
should die for the people. And Annas sent Jiim 
bound unto Caiaphas the Jiigh-priest : and with 
him w»e assembled all the chief-priests, and the . 
elders, and the scribes. 

And Simon Peter followed Jesus afer off, and 
so did another discijde. That disc^Ie ^vas known 
Unto the high-priest, and went in with Jesus into . 
the palace of the lu^-prtest. But Peter stood at 
the door without. Then went out that other dis- 
ciple which was known unto the high-priest, and 
sj^e unto her that kept the door, and brou^t 
- in Peter. And the servants and officers had mrae 
a fire of coals in the midst of the hall, and were 
set down together, and Peter sat down among them 
to see {be end : and warmed lumself at the fire. 

The high-priest then asked Jesus of his disci> 
pies, and of his doctrine. Jesus answered him, 
" I spake openly to the world ; I ever taught in 
" the synagogue, and in the temple, whither the 
" Jews always resort, and in secret have I said 
'* nothii^. Why askest thou me? ask them * 
" which Tieard me, what I have said unto them: 
*' behold, th^ know what I said." And when 
he bad dius spoken, one oi the officers which ^ 
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stood byt struck Jesus with the pahn of his hand, 
saying, Answerest thou the high-priest so? Jesus 
answered him, " If I have spoken evil, bear 
" witness of tJie evil: but if wdl, why smitest 
'■* thou me?" 

Now the chief pnests and elders, and all the 
council sought £dse witness against Jesus to put 
him to death ; but found none : for tliough many 
bare felse witness gainst him, their witness i^eed 
not together. At the last came two false wit- 
nesses, and said. We heard him say, I -will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, and in three 
days I will build another made without hands. 
But neither so did their witness agree together. 
And the high-priest stood up in ue midst and 
asked Jesus, saying, Answerest thou nothing? 

' what is it which these witness against thee? But 
Jesus held his peace, and answered nothing. And 
the hig^-priest said unto him, I adjure thee by the 

. living God, that thou tell us, whether thou be the 
Christ, the son of God the blessed ? And Jesus 
said, " I am : and I say unto you. Hereafter shall 
" ye see the Son of man sitting on the right hand 
" of power, and coming in the clouds of feaven." 
Ilien the hi^-priest rent his clothes, saying. He 
hath spoken Us^phemy ; what need we any fur- 
tiier witnesses ? behold, now ye have heard hb 
blasphemy. What think ye? And they all con- 
demned him, and said. He is guilU" of death. 
Then did they spit in his &ce, and me men that 
held Jesus mocked him, covered bis fece, and 
when they had blindfolded him, th^ struck him 
on the fece, Saymg, Prophesy, who is it that 

' smote thee ? AJid many other thii^ blaspfae<* 
mously spake they against him : and the servants 
did strike him with ue palms of their hands. 
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Matt. xxvi. 69-75. Mark xiv. 66-72. Luke xxii. 
56-62. John xviii. 17, 26, 27. 
Now Peter ^ without in the palace, and there 
coroeth one of the maids of the high-priest, the 
damsel that kept the door. And when she saw 
Peter warming himself, she ejunesdy looked upon 
him, and said, Art ibou not also one of this man's 
disciples? Thou wast also with Jesiis of Galilee. 
But he denied before them all, saying, I am not, 
I -know him not, I know not wliat thou sayest. 
And he went out into the porch, and the cock 
crew. And when he was gone out into the porch, 
this maid saw him again, and another, and said 
unto them that were there. This fellow ww also 
with Jesus of Nazareth. They said therefore 
unto him, Art thou not also one of his disciples? 
And ag^ he denied with an oath, I do not know ' 
the man. And after a wlule, about the space <^ 
an hour after, one of the servants of the high" 
priest, being his kinsman whose ear Peter cut off, 
confidently affirmed, saying. Of a truth this fellow 
was also with him ; for he is a Galilean. And he 
s»d to Peter, Did I not see thee in the g^en 
with him ? And they that stood by S£ud unto him, 
Surely thou art one of them, for thy speech be. 
trayedi thee. And he denied again, and began 
to curse and to swear, I know not thb man of 
whom ye q>eak. And imnoediately, while he yet 
spake, the cock crew the second time. And the 
Lord turned and looked up<m Peter; and Peter 
remembered the word of the Lord, how he had 
said unto him. Before the cock crow twice, thou 
shall deny me thrice : and he went out, andrwept 
•bitteriy. 



THE ACTS OF FRIDAY. 

Matt, xxvii. 1, 2. Mark xv. 1. Luke sxii. 66-71. 
xxiii. 1. 

xVnD straightway in the momifig, as soon as it 
was day, the elders of the people, and the chief 
priests and the scribes came together, took coun- 
sel against Jesus to put him to death : and led him 
into their council, (to give him another hearing,) 
saying. Art thou the Christ? tell us. And ne 
said unto them, " If I tell you, you will not be> 
" lieve me. And if I also ask you, you will not 
. ** answer me, nor let me go. Hereafter shall the 

. *' S<Hi of mansit mithe righthandof titepowerof 
" God." Then said th^ all, Art diou then the 
Son of God ? And he said unto them, " Ye say 
'* that I am." And they said, What need we 

. any fiirther witness? for we ourselves haveheand 
of his own moiith. And the whole nuiltitude of 
them arose, and when they had bound Jesus, they 
led him from Cai^^has, imto the hall of judgment, 
and ddivered lum to Pontius Pilate the govemOT. 
Matt> xxvii. 3-10. 
Then Judas which had betrayed him, when he 
saw that he was condemned, repented himself, 
and brought agian the tMrty pieces of silver to the 
chief priests uid elders, saying, I have ^nned, in 
that I have betrayed innocent blood. And diey 
said, What is that to us? see thou to that. And 
he cast down the pieces of silver in the temple, 
and departed, and went and hanged himself; (and 
felline headlong, he burst asunder in the midst, 
and ail his bowels gushed oi^, Acts i. 18.) 
And flie chief priests took Uie silver pieces, and 

. said, It is not lawftil to put them into the treasury, 
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because it is the price of blood. And they took 
counsel, and bought with them the potters field 
to bury strangers in. 'Wherefore that field was 
called The field of blood, unto this day. Then 
was , fulfilled that which was spoken by Jeremy 
the prophet, saying, And they took the tlurty 
pieces of silver, the price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of Israel did value : 
and gave them for the potters field, as the Lord 
appomted me. 

John sviii. 28-32. 

And the Jews went not into the judgment-hall, 
lest they should be defiled * : but uiat they mi^t 
eat the passover. Pilate then went out unto them, 
and said. What accusation bring you agiunst this 
man ? They answered and said unto him, If he 
were not a malefactor, we would not have deliv- 
ered him up unto thee. Then s£ud Pilate unto 
them, Take ye him, and judge him according to 
your law. The Jews therefore said unto him. It 
is not lawfid for us to put any man to death : 
That the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled, sig- 
nifying what d^th he should die. 
Matt, xxvii. 11-14. Mark xv. 2-5. Luke xxiii. 
2-12. John xviii. 33-38. 

And tliey began to accuse him, sayii^, We 
found this fellow perverting the nation, and for- 
bidding to give tribute to Cassar, saying, that he 
himself is Christ a king. Then Pilate entered 
into the judgment-hall again, and called Jesus, 
and said unto him. Art thou the king of the Jews ? 
Jesus answered him, " Sayest thou this thing of 
*' thyself, ordidotfierstellittheeof me?" Pilate 

* One paztj mtotrng the Jen-s, eat the pisaorer ft dtf later dun 
thereat. 
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Elnswered, Am I a Jew ? Thine own nation, and 
the chief priests have delivered thee unto me ; 
What hast thou done ? Jesus answered, " My 
" kii^dom is not of this world: If my kingdom 
" were of this world, then would my servants 
," fight, that I should not be delivered to the Jews : 
" but now is my kingdom not from hence." Pi- 
late therefore said untohim, Artthouaking then? 
Jesus answered, " Thou sayest that I am a king. 
" To this end was I bom, and for this cause came 
" I into the world, that I should bear witness uuto 
" the truth. Every one that is of the truth, hear- 
" eth my voice." Pilate saith imto him, What is 
truth ? .And when he had said this, he went out 
again unto the Jews, and saith unto them, J find 
in him no fault at all. 

And the chief priests and elders accused him of 
many things : but he answered nothing. And 
Pilate asked him again, saying, Answerest thou 
nothing? behold, how many toings they witness 
against thee. And he answered him to never a 
word, insomuch that the governor marvelled great- 
ly. And they were the more fierce, saying, He 
stirreth up the people, teaching throughout all 
Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this place. 

When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilean. And as soon as he knew 
that he belonged to Herod's jurisdiction, he sent 
him to Herod, who himself was also in Jerusalem 
at that time. And when Herod saw Jesus he was 
' exceeding glad : for he was desirous to see him 
of a long season, because he had heard many things 
of him ; and he hoped to have seen some miracle 
done by him. Then he questioned with him in 
many words; but he answered him nothing. And 
the 'fihief priests and scribes stood and vehemently , 
accused mm. And Herod with his men of w» 



set him at nought, and mocked him, and arrayed 
him in a gorgeous robe, and sent him a^n to 
Pilate. And the same day, Pilate and Herod 
were made friends together ; for before they were 
at enmity between themselves. 
Matt, xxvii. 15-23. Markxv. 6-14. Lukexxiii. 
13-23. John xyiii. 38-40. 

And Pilate when he had called together the 
chief priests, and the rulers, and the people, said 
unto uiem. Ye have brought this man unto me, 
as one that perverteth the people : and behold, I 
having examined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching those things whereof 
ye accuse him ; no, nor yet Herod : for I sent 
you to him, uid lo, nothmg worthy of death is 
done unto him. I will therefore chastise him, 
and release him. 

Now at die feast the governor was wont to re- 
lease unto the pe(^^ a prisoner, whom they would. 
And tfaey had tbni a notable prisoner called Barab- 
bas, whidi lay bound with them that had made 
insiurection with him, who had committed mur-. 
der in the insurrection. And the multitude cry- 
ing aloud, began to desire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. Therefore when thgr were 
gathered t(^ether, Pilate said unto them, Whom 
will ye that I release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus 
which is called Chrbt? For he knew diat the 
chief priests had delivered him for envy. When 
he was set down on the judgment-seat, his wife 
sent unto him, saying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that just man: for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream because of him. But 
the chief priests and elders persuaded the multi- 
tude that they diould ask Barabbas and destroy 
Jesus. The governor answered and said unto 
them. Whether of the twam will ye that I release 



iinto yoo? And the multitude cried out all at 
once, saying, Away with this man, and release 
unto us'Barabbas. Pilate therefore willing to re- 
lease Jesus, spake ^in to them, saying, What 
shall I do then with Jesus, which is call«l Christ? 
Xhey all cried out, Crucify him, cnicify him. 
And Pilate said unto them uie third time. Why, 
what evil hath he done ? I have found no cause 
of death in him : I will therefore chastise him 
and let him go. And they were instant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might be crucified ; and 
the voices of mem, and of the chief priests pre- 
vailed. ■ 

Matt, xxvii. 24-30. Mark xv. 15-19. Luke 
xxiii. 24, 25. 
When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took water 
and wa^ed his hands before the multitude, say- 
ing, I am Innocent of the blood of this just per- 
son : see ye to it. Then answered all the people, 
His blood be on us, and on our children. And 
so Pilate willing to content the people, released 
Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jesus, when 
he had scourged him, to be crudfied. 

Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus 

into the common hall, and gathered 'unto him the 

whole band of soldiers. And they stripped him, 

and put on him a scarlet robe. And when they 

had platted a crown of thorns, they put it upon 

his head, and a reed in his right hand : and they 

bowed die knee before him, and mocked him, 

saying. Hail, King of the Jews. And they spit 

upon him, and smote him with their Iiands, and 

' took the reed, and smote him on the head. 

John xix. 4-15. 

Pilate therefore went fwlh again, and saith unto 

them, Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye 

E 2 



ifaay know that I &id no feult in him. Then came 
Jesus forth wearing the crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe, and Pilate saith unto them, Behold 
the man. When the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw him, thCT cried out, saying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Take 
ye him, and crucify him : for I find no &ult in 
him. The Jews answered him. We have a law, 
and by our law he ou^t to die, because he made 
himself the scm of God. When Pilate therefore 
heard that saying, he .was the more afraid ; and 
went again into the judgment-halt, and saith unto 
Jesus, Whence art mou ? But Jesus gave him no" 
answer. Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me? knowest thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and have power to release 
thee? Jesus answered, " Thou couldst have no 
'* power at all t^nst me, except it were given 
" thee from above : therefore he that deliva^' 
" me unto thee hath the greater sin." And from . 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release him : but the 
Jews cried out, saying. If thou let this man go, 
thou art not Ctesar's friend ; whosoever maketh 
himself a king, speaketh against Caesar. When 
Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought Je- 
sus forth, and sat down in the judgment-seat, in 
a place that is called the pavement, but in Hebrew, 
Gabbatha. And tt was the preparation of the 
pasSover. And he smth unto the Jews, Behold 
yoiu- King. But they cried out. Away with him, 
away whh him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto 
them. Shall I crucify your King? the chief priests 
answered, We have no king but Cassar. Then 
delivered he him therefore imto them to be cm- ' 
cified. - 
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Matt. »svii. 31-34.. Mark xv. 20-23. Lute 
xxlii. 26-34. John six 16-18. 
And Ae soldiers took off the purple robe from 
him, and put his own raiment on' him, and led him 
out to crucify him. And he bearing his cross, 
went forth into a place called the place of a scull, 
which is oaHed in the Hebrew, Golgotha. And 
as they led him away, they laid hold upon a man 
of Cyrene, Simon by flanie, coming out of the 
country, the father of Alexand^ and Rufiis ; on 
him they laid the cross, atld compelled him to 
bear it after Jesus. 

And there followed him a great company of 
people, alid of women, which fdso bewailed and 
lamented him. But Jesus turning unto them, said, 
" Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but 
" weep for yourselves, and for your children. Fof 
" behold, the days^re coming, in which they shall 
" say, Blessed are th6 barren, and the wombs that 
" never bare, and the paps wluch never gave suck. 
" Then shaU they begin to say to the mountains, 
'* Fall on us ; and to the hill&, Cover us. For if 
" they do these things in a green tree, what shall 
" be done in the dry ? " 

And there were dso two other malefectors led 
with hiiin to be put to death. And when they 
were come to the place c£tlled Golgotha, they gave 
him vinegar (sour wine) to drink, mingled with 
gall; and when he had tasted thereof, he would 
not drink. There they crucified him, and the 
two malefectors with him ; one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left, and Jesus in the midst. 
And the scripture was fiilfilled, wluch saith, He 
Was numbered with the trans|^ssors. 

Then said Jesus, " Father, forgive them ; for 
*' they know not what they do." 



56 

MaU. xxvii. 35-37, 39-50. Mark xv. 24^26, 
29^37. Luke xxiii. 34-46. J<Jm xix. 19-30. 
Then the soldiers, when they had cruafied 
Jesus, took his garments, and made four parts, 
to every soltUer a part, and also his coat: now 
the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore amtmg them- 
selves, Let us not rent it, but cast lots for it, 
whose it shall be : that the scripture might be ful< 
filled which saith, They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture they did cast lota. Th,ese 
things therefore the soldiers did. And sitting 
down they watched him there. And it was the 
third hour, when they crucified him. 

And Pilate wrote a title, what his accusation 
was, and put it on the cross over his head, and 
the writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH, 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews : for the place where 
Jesus was crucified, was nig^ to the city : and it. 
was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not. The king of the Jews ; but that He 
s^d, I am the king of the Jews. Pilate answered. 
What I have written, I have written. And they 
that passed by, reviled him, wagging their heads, 
and saying, AJi, thou that destroyest the temple, 
and buildrat it in three days, save: thyself.- If thou 
be the. Son of God, come down from the cross. 
And the people stood beholding: likewise also 
the chief priests mocking, said among themselves 
with the scribes and dders: He saved others, 
lumseU'he cannot save. If he be Christ the king 
of Israel, the chosen of God, let him now come ■ ■ 
down fi^m the cross, and we will believe him. 
He trusted in God ; let him deliver him now if 
he will have him : for he swd, 1 am the son of 
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God. And the soldiers also mocked him, coming 
to him, and offeriiw him vin^pr, and saying, u 
thou be the king of the Jews, save thyself. 

And one of the malefectors, which were hanged, 
ndled on him, saying. If thou be Christ, save thy- 
self and us. But the other answering, rebuked 
him, saying. Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation? And we mdeed 
justly ; for we receive the due reward of <Hir deeds : 
but this man hath done nothing amiss. And he 
said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto 
him, *' Verily I say unto thee, To-day shalt thoo 
'* be with me in Paradise. *'- 

Now there stood by the cross of Jesus, his 
mother, and his mother's sister, Mary the wife of 
Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw his mother, and the diacq>le staiui- 
ing by, whom he loved, hesaith unto h^ mother, 
, "Woman, behold thy son." Then aaithhe to 
the disciple, " Behold thy mother.'* And from 
that hour that disciple took her unto lus own home. 

And it was about thedsixth hotir, and diere was 
darkness over all the land until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened. And about the ntnth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud viuce, " Eli, Eli, 
" lama sabachthani ? " that is to say, " My God, 
" my God, why hast tl^ou forsaken me?" And 
some of them that stood by, when they heard it, 
said. Behold, he calleth Elias. 

After this, Jesus knowing that all things were 
now accomplished, that the scripture might be 
fulfilled, saiih, *' I thirst." Now there was set 
■ a vessel foil of vinegar : and they filled a spunge 
with vinegar, and pot it on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. The rest said, Let be, let us see 
whether Elias will rametosaveium. 
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When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, 
he said, " It is finished." 

And when Jesus had cried again with a loud 
v»ice, he said, " Father, into thy hands I com- 
" mend my spirit:" and having said this, he bow- 
ed his head and gave up the ghost. 
Matt, xxvii. 51-56. Mark xv. 38-41. Luke xxii. 
47-49. 

And bdiold the vail of the temple was rent in 
twain, from the top to the bottom ; and the earth 
did quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves 
were opened; and many bodies of saints which 
slept arose, and came out of the graves after his 
resurrection, and went into the holy city,, and ap- 
peared unto many. 

Now when the centurion, and they that were 
with him watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, ' 
and those things that were done, they fearedgreat- 
ly, and Uie centurion glorified God, saying, Truly 
diis was a righteous man, and the son Of God. , 
And all the people that came tMcther to that 
sight, beholding the things which were done, 
smote their breasts and setumed. 

And all his acquaintance, and the women that 
followed him from Galilee ministering unto him, 
stood a&r off; among whom was Ma^ Magda- 
lene, and Mary the mother of James and Joses, 
(who steod by the cross) and Salome the mother ^ 
of ZebedK's children. Ajid many other women ' 
was there, which came up with him unto Jerusa- 
lem ; and beheld these thu^. 

John six. 31-37. 
. The Jews tiierefore, because it was the prepa- 
ration, that the bodies should not remain upon- 
the cross on the sabbath-day ; for that sabbath-day 
was an h^h day ; besougitt Hlate that their legs 
might be broken, and tkit they m^ht be taken ' 



away. Then came the soldiers, and brake the 
legs of the first, and of the other which was cnici- 
fied with him. But when they came to Jesas, 
and saw that he w^ dead already, they brake not 
his legs. But one of the soldiers with a spear 
pierced his side, and forthwith came thereout 
blood and water. 

And he that saw it, bare record, and his record 
is true : and he knowedi that he saith true, that 
ye might believe. For these things were done 
that the scripture might be fiilfiUed, A bone of 
him shall not be broken. And agaiii another 
scripture saith, They -shall look- on him whom 
they pierced. 

Matt, xxvii. 57-61. Mark xv. 42-47. Lukcxxiii. 
50-56. John xix. 38-42. 

When the even was come, there came a rich 
man of Arimathea, a city of the Jews, named Jo- 
seph, an honourable counsellor, and he was a good 
' man, and a just. The same had not consented 
to the counsel and deed of them : but also him- 
self waited for the kingdom of God, who also 
himself was a disciple of Jesus, but secretly fen: 
fear of the Jews. This man went in boldly unto 
Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus, Uiat he 
might take it away. And Filate marvelled if he 
were already dead : and calling unto him the cen- 
turion, he asked him whether he had been any 
while dead. And when he knew it odhc centu- 
rion, he -gave him leave, and commanded the 
body to be delivered. And he bought fine linen, 
and took Wm down. 

And there came also Nicodemus, which at the 
fii^ came to Jesus by night, and lutiught a mix- 
tin« of rojnrh and aloes, about an hun(£ed pound' 
weight. Then took they the body of Jesus, and 
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wound it in linen clothes with the spices, as the 
manner of the Jews is to burj'. 

Now Joseph had in the place where he was cru- 
cified a garden, and in the garden a newsepiilchre 
which he had hewn out in the rock, Avherein was 
never nian yet laid. There laid they Jesus, be- 
cause of the Jews preparation-day, and the sab- 
ba^ drew on ; for the sepulchre was nigh at hand ; 
and rolled a great stone to the door of the sepul- 
chre, and departed. 

And the women also whidh came with him 
from Galilee, followed after, and beheld the sepul- 
chre : and there- was Mary Magdaloie, aud the 
other Mary the mother of Joses, sitting over 
against the sepuldire, beholding how his body 
was laid. And they returned, and prepared spices, , 
and ointments; and rested the sabbath-day, ac- 
c(Krding to the commandment. 

Matt. xx™. 62-66. 

Now the next day that fiallowed the day of the . 
Reparation, the chsf priests and phansees came 
ti^ctheruDto Pikte, saying, Sir, we remember 
Ifcrt 4at deceiver sad, w^ule he was yet alive, 
After ^uree days I will rise ag^. Command 
therefore that the sepulchre be made sure until 
the third day, kst lus disciples come 'by nig^t, 
and steal him away, and say unto tihe people, He 
is risen from the dead : so &e last-jaror shall be 
worse tliah the first. Hlate said unto them. Ye 
have a watch, go your way, make it as sure as 
you can. Spthcy went and made the aefiulchre 
sure, sealing the stone and set^ng a. watch. 



The Acts of the Resurrectioh and AscEW- 

SION of our LoKD' 

Matt, xxvii. 1-8. Mark xvi- 1-8. Luke xxiv. 
1-9. John XX. 1-10. 

When the sabbath was past, Mary Mt^da- 
lene and Mary the mother of James and Salome, 
bought (some more) sweet spices, that they might 
come and anoint him. And very early, the first 
day of the week, when it was yet dark, as it began 
to dawn, they came to the sepulchre, and certain 
others witfi them, to see it, brii^ng the spices 
which they had prepared. 

And behold, there was a great earthquake ; for 
the angel of the Lord descended from heaven, and 
came and" roHed back the stone from the door, 
and sat upon it. His countenance was like light- 
ning, and his raiment white as snow. And for 
fear of him the keepers did shake, and became 
as dead men, (and fled). And the women said 
among themselves, Who shall roll us away the 
stone ftom the door of the sepulchre ? for it was 
very great. And when they looked, they saw 
that the stone was rolled away. 

Then Mary Magdalene runneth and cometh to 
Simon Peter, and to the other disciple whpm J esus 
loved, and saith irato them, They have taken 
away the Lord out of the sepulchre, and we know 
not where they have laid him. And the other 
women entered into the sepulchre, and found not 
the body of the Lord Jesus. And as they were 
mu(^ perplexed thereabout, they saw a young 
man sitting on the right side, clothed in a long 
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white gaFment. And he with another man in 
shining garments stood by them. And they were 
aflrighted, and bowed down their faces to the 
earth. And he saith unto them, Be not affright-, 
ed, for I know that ye seek Jesus of Nazareth, 
which was crucified. Why seek yt the living 
among the dead ? He is not here ; for he is risen, 
as he said : Come, see the place where the Lord 
lay. And go quickly, and tell his disciples and 
Peter (in particular) ihaX he is risen from the dead ; 
and behold, he goeth before you into Galilee, there 
shall ye see him. Remember how he spake un- 
to you when he was yet in Galilee, saying. The 
Son of man must be dehvered into the hands of 
sinfiil men, and be crucified, and the third day 
rise again. And they remembered hb words. 
And mey departed quickly from the sepulchre, 
with fear and great joy : neither said they any 
thing (mi the way) to any man ; for they were 
afraid ; and did run to bring his disciples word. 

Peter and the other disciple went forth (upon 
what Mary Magdalene had related unto them) and 
came to the sepulchre. So they ran both together : 
and the other disciple did outrun Peter, and came 
first to the sepulchre. And he stot^ii^ down, 
and looking in, saw the linen clothes lying : yet 
went he not in. Then cometh Simon Peter fol- 
lowing him, and went into the sepulchre, and 
seeth the linen clothes lie; and die napkin that 
was about his head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrj^ped together in a place by itself. 
Then went in also that odier disci^ whidi came 
first to the sepulchre, and saw, and believed (thirt 
the body of the Lord was not there). For as yet 
they knew not the saipture, that he must rise 
again fi^nn the dead. Then the disciples went 
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away again unto their own home, wondering at 
that wMch was come to pass. 

Mark xvi. 9. John xx. H-17. 
Now when Jesus was risen early the first day 
of the week, he appeared first to Mary Magdalene, 
out of whom he cast seven devils. For (when 
she came again unto the sepulchre) she stood with- 
out, weeping : and as she wept, she stooped down 
and looked into the sepulchre ; and seeth tw6 an- 
gels in white, sitting, the one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of Jesus had lain : 
And they say unto her. Woman, why weepest 
thou ? She saith unto them, Because they have 
taken away my Lord, and I know not where they 
have laid him. And when she had thus said, 
she turned herself back, and saw Jesus standing, 
and knew not that it was Jesus. Jesus saith unto 
her, " Woman, why weepest thou? whomseek- 
" est thou? " She supposing hi-^i to be the gar- 

, dener, saith unto him. Sir if thou hast borne him 
hence, tell me where thou hast laid him, and I 
will take him away. Jesus saith unto her, *'Maiy!" 
She turned herself and saith unto him, Rabboni, 
which is to say, Master. Jesus saith unto her, 
" Touch me not : few I am not yet ascended to 
" my Father : but go to my brethren, and say 
" unto them, I ascend unto my Father and your 
" Father, and to my God and your God." 
Matt, xxviii. 8-10. 
And as the other women went to tell his disci- 
ples, behold, Jesus met them^ saying, " All hail." 
And they came, and held him by the feet, and 
worshipped him. Then said Jesus unto them, 

' " Be not afraid : go tell my brethren that they gq 
" into Galilee, and there shall they see me." 
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Matt.^xvm. 11-15. 

Now when they were going, behold, some of 
the watch came into the city, and shewed unto the 
chief priests all the things that were done. And 
when they were assembled with the dders, and 
had taken counsel, they gave large money unto 
the soldiers, saying, Say ye. His disciples came 
by night, and stole him away while we slept. And 
if this come to the governor's ears, we will per- 
suade him, and secure you. So they took the 
money, and did as they were taught : and this 
saying is commonly reported among the Jews un- 
til this day. 
Markxvi. 10, 11. Lukexxiv. 9-11. Johnxx. 18. 

And Mary Magdalene came to the disciples, M 
they mourned and wept, and told them, that she 
had seen the Lord, and that he had spoken these 
things unto her. And they, "when they had heard 
that he was alivi^, and had been seen of her, be- 
fieved not. And Joanna, and Mary the mother . 
of J^nes, and other women that were with them, 
told the eleven, and all the rest : but their words 
Beemed to them as idle tales, and they believed 
them not. 

And the same day he was seen of Cephas (Si- 
mon Peter.) 1 Cor. xv. 5. 

Mark xvi. 12. Luke xxiv. 13-35. 

After that he appeared in another form unto two 
of them. These two went that same day to a vil- 
lage called Emmaus, which was from Jerusalem 
about threescore furlongs. And they talked to- 
gether of all these things which had happened. 
And it came to pass, that while they communed 
together, and reasoned, Jesus himself drew near, ' 
and went with them. But their eyes were holden, 
that they ^ouid not know him. And he said un- 
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to them, " What manner of communications are 
** lliese that ye have one to another, as ye walk, 
** and are sad? " 

And one of them, whose name was Cleophas, 
answering, said unto him. Art thou only a stranger 
in Jerusalem, and hast not known the things which 
are come to pass there in these days ? And he 
said unto them, " What things?" And they sMd 
unto him. Concerning Jesus of Nazareth, which 
was a prophet mighty in deed and word before 
God, and all the people : And how the chief priests 
and our rulers delivered him to be condemned to 
death, and have crucified him. But we trusted 
that it had been he which should have redeemed 
Israel. And beside all this, to-day is the third 
, day since these things were done. Yea, and cer- 
tain women also of our company made us aston- 
ished, whrch were early at the sepulchre : and 
when they found not his body, they came, saying, 
» that they had also seen a vision of angels, which 
said that he was alive. And certain of them which 
were with us, went to the sepulchre, and found it 
even so as the women had said ; but him they 
saw not. 

Then he said unto them, *' O fools, and slow 
" of heart to believe all that the prophets liave 
" spoken ! Ought not Christ to have suffered 
*' these things, and to enter into his glory ? " 
And beginning at Moses and all the prophets, he 
expounded unto them in all the scriptures the 
things concerning himself. And diey drew nigh 
unto the village, whither they went : and he made 
^ as though he would have gone farther. But they 
c<Histrained him, saying, Abide with us, for it is 
towards evening, and flie day is ftr spent. And 
he went in to tarry with them. And it came to 
F3 



pass, as be sat at meat with them, he took lH%ad, 
and blessed it, and brake, and gave to them. And 
their eyes were opened, and they knew him ; and 
he vanished out of their sight. And they smd 
one to another, Did not our hearts bum within 
us while he talked with us by the way, and while 
he opened to us the scriptures ? And they rose 
up the same hour, and returned to Jerusalem, and 
found the eleven gathered together, and them that ' 
were with them, saying. The Lord \s risen in- 
deed, and hath appeared to Simon. And they 
told wh^ things were done in the way, and how 
he was known of them in breaking of bread. 
Mark xvi. 14. Luke xxiv. 36-48. John xx. 19-25. 

Then the same day at evening, being the first 
day of the week,- when the doors were shut, where 
the disciples were assembled, for; fear of the Jews, " 
and as they thus spoke (with the two'disciples,) 
came Jesus, and appeared to the eleven as they sat 
at meat, and stood in the midst of them, and saith - 
unto them, " Peace be unto you." But they 
were terrified and affrighted, and supposed that 
they had seen a spirit. And he said unto them, 
" Why are ye troubled, and why do thoughts 

arise in your hearts ? Behcdd my hands, and my 

feet, ihat it is I myself: handle me, and see; 
' for a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see 
' me have." 

And when he had thus spoken, he shewed them 
his hands, and his feet, and Ws side. Then were 
the disciples g^d, when they saw the Lord. And 
while they yet believed not for joy, and wondered, 
he said unto them, " Have ye here any meat?" 
And they gave him a piece of a broiled fish, and ' 
of an honey -comb ; and he took it, and did eat 
before them. And Jesus upbraided them vHb

their unbelief, and hardness of heart, because they 
believed not rfiem wMch had seen him after he 
was risen. 

And he said unto them, " TTiese are the words 
" which I spake unto you, while I was yet with 
" you, that all things must be fulfilled which were 
" written in the law of Moses, and in the prophets, 
" and in the Psalms concerning me." Then open- 
ed he their understanding, that they might imder- 
stand the scriptures, and siud unto them, " Thus 
" it is UTitten, and thus it behoved Christ to suf- 
" fer, and to rise from the dead the third day : 
" and that repentance and remission of sins should 
" be preached in his name among all nations; be- 
" ginning at Jerusalem. And ye are witnesses 
" of these things." 

Then said Jesus (at going away) to them again, 
" Peace be unto you : As my Father hath sent 
" me, even so send I you." And when he had 
siud this, he breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, " Receive ye the Holy Ghost. Whose- 
" soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto 
" them ; and whosesoever sins ye retain, they are 
" retained." 

But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didy- 
mus, was not with them when Jesus came. The 
other disciples therefore said unto him, We have 
seen the Lord. But he said unto them, JBxcept 
I shall see in his hands the print of the nails, and 
put my finger into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not believe. 
John XX. 26-29. 

And after eight days, again Ins disciples, were 
withiny and Thomas with them.. Then came 
Jesus, the doors -being shut, and stood in the 
nudst^ and said, " Peace be unto ywi." The* 



saith he to Thomas, " Reach Wlher thj- finger, 
*' and behold my hands ; and reach hither thy 
" hand, and thrust it into my side : and be not 
" feithless, but believing." And Thomas an- 
swered, and s^ unto him, My Lord, and my 
God ! Jesus saith unto him, " Thomas, because 
" thou hast seen me, thou hast believed : Bless- 
" ed are they that have not seen, and yet have 
'* believed." 

John xxi. 1-28. 

After these thbgs, Jesus shewed himself again 
to the disciples at the sea of Tiberias ; and on tJiis 
wise shewed he himself. There was together 
Simon Peter, and Thomas called Didymus, and 
Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and the sons of 
Zebedee, and two other of his disciples. Simon 
Peter saith unto them, I go a fishing. They say 
unto him. We also go with thee. They -went 
forth, and entered into a ship immediately ; and 
that night they caught nothing. But when the 
morning was come, Jesus stood on the shore : 
but the disciples knew not that it was Jesus. Then 
Jesus saith unto them, " Children, have ye any 
"meat?" They answered him, No. j!«id he 
said unto them, " Cast the net on the right side 
" of the ship, and ye shall find." ITiey cast 
therefisre, and now they were not able to draw it 
for the multitude of fishes. 

TherefOTC that disciple whom Jesus loved, saith 
unto Peter, It is the Lord. Now when Simon 
Peter heard that it was the Lwd, he girt his fish- 
er's coat unto him, for he was naked, and did cast 
himself into the sea. And theotherdisciplescame 
in a litde ship, for they were not far from land, 
but as it were two hundred cubits, dragging the 
net mth fishes. As soon then as they were come 



to land, they saw a fire of coals there, and. fi^ 
laid thereon, and bread. Jesus saith unto them, 
" Brmg of the fish which ye have now <^ught." 
Sknon Peter went up, and drew the net to land full 
of great fi^es, an hundred and fifty and three : 
and for all diere were so many, yet was not the 
net broken. Jesus saith unto them, " Come and 
" dine. ** And none of the disciples durst ask him, 
Who art thou? knowing that it was the Lord. 
Jesus then cometh and t^eth bread, . and giveth 
them and fish likewise. This is now the third 
time that Jesus shewed himself to his disciples 
(either to all, or to several together) after that he 
was risen fixim the dead. 

So when they had dined, Je^s saith to Simon 
Peter, " Simon son of Jonas, lovest thou me more 
*' than these? " He saith unto him. Yea, Lord, 
thou knowest that I love thee. He saith unto him, 
" Feed my lambs." He saith to him again the se- 
cond time, " Simon son of Jonas, lovest thou me?" 
he saith unto him, Yea, I^ord, thou knowest that 
I love thee. He saith imto him, " Feed my 
** sheep." He saith unto him the third time, 
** Simon son of Jonas, lovest thou me?" Peter 
■was grieved, because he said unto him the third 
time, Lovest thou me ? and he said unto him, 
Lord, thou knowest all things, thou knowest that 
I love thee. Jesus saith unto him, " Feed my 
*' sheep. Verily, verily I say unto thee, when 
*' thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, and walk- 
** edst whitter thou wouldest : but when thou shalt 
** be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and 
*' another shall gird thee, and carry thee whithef 
'* thou wouldest not." This spake he, signifying 
by what death he should glorify God. And when 
he had spoken this, he saith unto him, " Fol- 
*' low me." 
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Xhen Peter turning about, seeth the disciple 
whom Jesus loved, following j which also leaned 
on his hreast at supper, and said, Lord, which is 
he that betrayeth thee ? Peter seeing him, saith to 
Jesus, Lord, and what shall this man do ? Jesus 
saith unto him, " If I will that he tarry till I come, 
" what Is that to thee? Followthou me." Then 
went this saying abroad among the brethren, that 
that disciple should not die : yet Jesus said not 
unto him, be shall not "die; but, if I will that he 
tarry till I come, what is that to thee? 

Matt, xxviii. 16-20. Mark xvi. 15-18. 
, Then the eleven disciples went away into Gali- 
lee, into a mountain where Jesus had appointed 
them : (and there were above five hundred breth- 
ren gathered together there, 1 Cor. xv. 6.) And 
when they saw him, they worshipped him : but 
some doubted. And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, " All power is given unto me in 
*' heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore into all 
*' the world, and preach the gospel to every crea- 
" ture, and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
" the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
" the Holy Ghost ; Teaching them to observe all 
" things whatsoever I have commanded you. He 
" that believeth, and is baptized, shall be saved : 
" but he that believeth not, shall be damned. And 
" these signs shall follow them that believe; In 
" my name shall they cast out devils, they shall 
" speak with new tongues, they shall take up ser- 
" pents, and if they drink any deadly thing, it 
" shall not hurt them ; they shall lay hands on the 
" sick, and they shall recover. And lo, I am with 
" you alway, even unto the end of the world." 

After that, he was seen of the iq)ostle James, 
fl Cor. XV. 7.) 
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Acts i. 3-12. Mark xvi. 19, 20. Luke xxiv. 
49-53. 
Now Jesus, being seen of the q>ostles forty 
days, and speaking unto them of the tlungs pert^n- 
ing to the kingdom of God, and being (for the last 
time) assembled together with them (at Jerusa- 
lem), he commanded them that they diould not 
depart from Jerusalem, but wait for the promise 
of the Father, " which (saith he) ye have heard 
"of me. 'Behold (saith he) L send the promise 
•' of my Father upon you: but tarry ye in die 
'* city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued with pow- 
*' er from on Mgh. For John truly baptized mth 
" water; but ye shaJl be baptized wiUi the Holy 
"Ghost, not many days hence." When they 

^ therefore were come together, they asked of him, 
saying, Lord, wilt thou at this time restore ^;ain 
the kmgdom to Israel? And he said unto them, 
*' It is not for you to know the times or the sea- 

t ** sons, which the Father hath put in his own 
*' power. But ye shall receive power after that 
*' the Holy Ghost is come upon you : and yc 
^' shall be witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, 
" and in all Judea, and in Sunaria, and unto the 
" uttermost part of the earth." 

And he led them out as far as to Bethany : and 
he hfted up his hands and Uessed them. And it 
came to pass, while he blessed them, and while 
they beheld, he was taken up, and a cloud re- 
ceived him out (^ their sight, and carried him up 
into heaven ; and he sat t»i the right hand of God. 
And wblAt they looked stediastly toward heaven 
as he went up, behold, two men stood by them 

'in white apparel; which also said, Ye men of 
■Galilee, wbv stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
This -same Jeaus which is taken up from you into 



heaven, shall so come in like manner, as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 

And tfiey worshipped him, and returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy, from the mount caUed 
Olivet, which is from Jerusalem a sabbath-day's 
journey : And were continually in the temple, 
praising and blessing God. And (after the out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost) they went forth, and 
preached every where, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with signs fol- 
lowing. 
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
